Intelligence of the highcst importance is brought by the 
present mail. In addition to the payment of the indemnity 
levied on Satsuma, the Japanese Government, and the Daimios 
too, give a still further and unlooked-for pledge of their desire 
for amity with “ the foreigner,” by determining to send another 
embassy to the European Courts, This interesting announce- 
ment was made on the occasion’ of a conference held on the 
6th December on board the Semiramis French steamer of war, 
at which the Minister of that country, accompanied by Admiral 
Jaurez, were the only European representatives present. The 
following facts are gathered from a communication made to his 
countrymen by the diplomatist just named :— 

It will be recollected by our readers that, since the extra- 
ordinary communication made by the Japanese authorities 
to the American and Netherlands Ministers, relative to the 
determination of the Japanese Government to close Yoke- 
hama to foreign trade, or rather that it should be aban- 
doned by foreigners, the Gorogio and native authorities have 
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been persistent in their endeavours to obtain an opportunity 
to make the same communication to the English and 
French Ministers, which opportunity has been as carefully 
avoided by them, especially as heretofore the conference, on the 
part of the Japanese, was proposed by them to be conducted 
by one or two governors of inferior rank. The proposition, 
however, to appoint a special euvoy to confer with the foreign 
Ministers put the matter in another shape; aud having it clearly 


understood that the question above referred to—the closing 


of the ports—could aud would not be entertained for a 
moment's conference, two members of the Second Council of 
State were admitted to the conference above mentioned. It was 
first again repeated by the French Minister, that the proposal 
itself in reference to.the closing of the ports could not be 
listened to ; that the making or unmaking of treaty obligations 
could be only in the Imperial Sovercigns themselves, but that 
any explanation of the ground upon which any such proposi- 
tion could be made might be open to another reading. The 
old story of discontent on the part of some of the Daimios was, 
of course, repeated, and the suggestion made that, if the con- 


; | cession were granted by foreigners, it uced only be of a tem- 


porary nature, &c.; that the Gorogio had been deeply 
moved by the lamentable occurrence -f the murder of Lieut. 
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Camus; and were anxious to initiate the settlement of 
apy questions arising out of it; and, farther, that as 
the matters now introduced canld not be concluded by 
the Plenipotentiaries, it was the purpose of the Japa- 
nese Government to send an embaggy to the Court of the 
French Emperor (which would also vigit other Goyrts) to troat 
upon them. We believe that, on the several conditions that 
the envoys shall be of the highoat rank, and that their powers 
shall be complete, these will he every encouragement given by 
the foreign representatives to its gaing forward. But not ene 
word has transpired of any resident nuinistera gnd envoys from 
Japan to other Courts, boing contemplated by the Japanese 
Government. Tho calculations said to have been made, and 
the personnel of the legations canvassed, are, at present, purely 
imaginary. 

‘We extract tho account given by the Commercial News of 
what refers to the payment of the indemnity by Sat- 
gama :—“ We announced in our last issue that Satsuma’s 
envoys had given notice of their intention to call upon 
the British Minister on the 9th inst., with a view to bringing 
the negotiations upon which they had entered to a close. 
Accordingly, on the 9th inst., Satsuma’s envoys, accompanied 
by some strangers, who, curiously enough, turned out to be 
special envoys of Shimadzu Sabro himself, were at the British 
Legation at the hour appointed, After getting through some 
preliminary matters, the original envoys stated to the effect 
that they had tho honour of bringing tho negotiations so far, 
and they now wished to introduce envoysof Shimadzu Sabro him- 
self, Shimadzu’s people were then shown by Satsuma’s envoys 
to the chief seats at the conference, the latter removing to lower 
places. During the conference the Japancse showed the 
strongest desire to see the difficulty which they had been sent 
to arrange amicably settled. Thoy appointed Friday, the 11th 
inst., for the positive payment of the indemnity—$100,000 ; 
and they further signed a written engagement that Satsuma 
would undeviatingly seck up the murderers of Mr. Richardson 
and execute them in the presence of the British authorities who 
might be appointed to witness the execution. Afterwards the 
envoys mado somo characteristic presents, according to Japanese 
custom upon joyous occasions. On Friday, speculation as to 
the payment of the indemnity was put at rest by the money 
having been actually brought in hand-carts to the British 
Legation about noon that day. The agreement to seek up the 
murderers having becn signed and the indemnity paid, the 
envoys returned to Yo lo, where they gave an account of 
their doings to the Tycoon’s Government, who immediately 
addressed a handsome congratulatory despatch to the British 
Minister, stating their gladness and sincere satisfaction that 
moatters had been so far scttled between Great Britain and 
Japan, and expressing a hope that this might prove to be a 
sign of solid, lasting peace between the two countries, and that 
no further difficulties may arise, This, they say, is their 
sincere wish and desire. The great number of merchant junks 
and tho unprecedentedly large quantity of raw cotton (about 5,000 
bales) which have come to this port since the indemnity has 
been paid, lead to the belief that a more liberal trade policy has 
been agreed upon. During the week there has been very little 
heard of the rebellion of Mats’daira Daized-no Daibu. All the 
intelligence from the South is to the effect that matters stand 
now just as thoy did a month ago. From all we have heard, it 
appears that Tsiosiu has not met with the support which he 
expected, and that he must in consequence succumb for the 
present to the authority of the Mikado. Still, seeing how ripe 
this country is for rebellion, it is hard to say how Tsiosiu’s 
enterprise may turn out.’” 

‘As respects the general position of affairs, the following 
statement puts in a singularly strong light the great fact that 
the party of the Daimios favourable to an extended intercourse 
with foreigners is daily gaining power, and if Satsuma has 
joined them, the victory may be considered as already decided. 
‘A correspondent who has peculiar opportunities of piercing 
through the mist that has hitherto enveloped the internal dis- 
sensions now disturbing Japan, writes :—“It seems there is an 
under-current in our favour, working secretly, slowly, but, it is 
to be hoped, surely. A party, headed by Echizen-no-kami, a 
powerful Daimio, but one who has been forced to shave his 
head and become a priest for expressing too openly his friendly 
feclings towards foreigners, seems to be taking advantage of the 
general confusion, and is gradually on the increase ; and it is 
believed that several Daimios are secretly favourable to the 
wish of Echizon-no-Kami, to admit foreigners into the country, 
and have added their names to the league: Echizen-no-Kami

himself is ruoning out piers for the accommodation of foreign 
shipping, and secretly making preparations on a large scale for 
opening a commodious harbour.” 


‘HAKODADI. 

The advices from hence are to the 3h November. The 
Japanese vessels Walerwitch aad Governar Wallace were in 
port onthatdate. The small Russian Government sch. Perwee, 
which left there on the 7th inst., bowad for tho Manchourian 
coast, was totally lost an the following morning by running 
ashore on the south, or Nambu, side of the Straits of Tsugar, 
opposite Hakodadi. Only one life was, however, lost, and the 
remainder of the crew returned to Hakodadi a few days after- 
wards, Some cold weather and snow had been experienced, 
but the weather had lately been more mild. The harbour 
was deserted by ships of war of all nations, and the foreign 
residents left to take care of themselves, or trust in the 
goodwill of the native authorities and people. There had 
not been the slightest disturbance, or threat of any hostile 
movement. There was still a great want of native money, and 
as, from there being no vessels of war there, the Consuls are 
the only persons who can obtain any exchange from the 
Government, they now actually rule the market. It is strange 
that foreign Governments allow this atate of things to continue. 
In insisting on consular officers being allowed exchange by the 
Government we scem to make it their interest to frustrate one 
of the principal clauses of the treaty—viz., that foreign coin 
shall pass weight for weight with native money. So long as 
this exchange is allowed, the representatives of foreign Govern- 
ments cannot expect to see the dollar taken in Japan at any- 
thing near its intrinsic value ; and one of the greatest obstacles 
to trade will continue to exist.

SHANGHAI. 

‘The London Mail of 26th October arrived on the 19th Dec. 
When the previous mail left (20th Dec.) per French steamer 
Bydaspe, she run into the Hellespont, but no particulars were 
given, We now append an account from the Friend of 
China :— 

‘We have been favoured with the following report by Mr. 
Thos. Devine, pilot of the French mail stoamer Hy:daape, on her 
down trip this morning:— 5 

The French mail steamer Aydaspe left Shanghai at 8 a.s, 
and passed Woosung at about 9.45 a.m. Five miles below 
‘Woosung, met the steamer Hellespont, coming up. Wo were 
steering S.E. by E. } E,, and the Hellespont stocring about 
N.W. by W., I should judge. The Hellespont’s helm was put 
hard-a-starboard, and I ordered the Hydaspes’ helm hard-a-port. 
Seeing, however, that we could not clear her, I ordered the en- 
gines to be reversed, and to go full speed astern, which was 
done ; and we had been running astern full speed for fully five 
minutes when the Hellespont's broadside struck the Hydaspes on 
the port bow, knocking in three of the iron plates, and forcing 
the cutwater over to starboard. 

“The Hellespont struck just forward of her starboard mizen 
rigging, and began sinking rapidly. The Zydaspes lowered 
three boats, and succeeded in getting off all the passengers, 
captain, and crew, and every possible assistance was rendered. 
I would have towed her ashore, had it been possible, but she 
was sinking too fast. She went down in eight fathoms water, 
the lone tree bearing S.S.W., distance three-quarters of a mile ; 
and the wreck of the Ocean Mail bearing E. by N., distance 
abouta mile and a-half. The Hellespont had uo pilot on board. 
The Hydaspes returned to Shanghai, and anchored below the 
shipping, bringing with her all who were taken from the ill- 
fated steamer. We learn that the Hydaspes also fouled the 
brig Sea Horse early this morning, on first leaving her berth, 
duing, however, only trifling damage. We are told by Capt. 
Munro, of the Sea Horse, that no blame is to be attached to the 
steamer, as she had not a clear passage out, which certainly 
should have been kept open.” 

On the 11th December an attack was made on the city of 
‘Wousie by the Imperial force, commanded by Major Rhode 
and the Mandarin Kosoling, one of the fighting generals of this 
province. They did not succeed in taking it, on which account 
they proceeded in throwing up stockades on each side of the 
Grand Canal within 500 yards of the city wall and 200 yards 
ofthe robel stockades. Theso were finished before daylight 
and all guns brought in position. They commenced firing on 
the two rebel stockades in front of them, as also the city. 
After the rebels had stood the fire for an hour manfully in the 
stockades, they left the same in utter confusion. This oppor- 
tunity Major Rhode took, and followed the rebels right up, and 
was in the city with men before they had time to close the 
gate. The rebels at once retreated, and a good number of 
them were killed, The Chung-Wang, who was present himself, 
retreated with his men on Chang-how-foo, Three Europeans 
were taken prisoners, who stated that they were lately very 
badly treated by the rebels. 

The company of Royal Engineers, hitherto stationed in 
Shanghai, together with the invalids of the Royal Artillery and 
67th Regt., proceed to Hong Kong, on board H.M.’s Vulcan, 
Lieutenant Maude in charge. 

An interesting case of salvage has taken place in the English 
Consular Courts, in which the owners of the tug steamer 
Martin White claimed taels 11,000 from the owners of the ship 
Electra, The Electra got badly on shore, and her captain en- 
gaged the services of the tug to tow him off. She failed on the 
first attempt, but succeeded during thenext high tide, when the 
Electra wes found to have sprung so bad a leak that she was 
obliged to be deposited on a mud bank to prevent her sinking 
The Martin White remained by her for some time, checking an 
inclination which she manifested to slip off into deep water, 
and eventually claimed the above-named sum for her services. 
‘The defendants asserted that the vessel swung off with the 
tide, irvespective of the efforts made by the Martin White, 
which they asserted was deficient in steam power for the re- 
quired purpose. They further insisted that the Electra could 
Ihave been kedged ashore as casily as the Martin White could 
have towed her there, and argued consequently that, as the 
Bilecira would not have been lost without the steamer’s aid, 
no claim for salvage was admissible. The court, however, 
thought differently, and estimated the value of the Martin 





-White's services at 5,000 taels, for which judgment was 
given. 

Everything was quiet at Ningpo at the date of our last 
advices ; but active operations were being carried on against 
Hangchow by the Anglo-Chinese and Franco-Chinese con- 
tingents, aided by a large force of mandarian soldiers under 
the Foutai. 

The pirates appear to have recovered to a certain extent 
from the blow given them by Colonel Cooke at Wantaquan, 
and have resumed their depredations in Hangchow Bay. The 
brigantine Wandering Wave, from Hong Kong to Hangchow, 
was captured by pirates in Hangchow Bay last week. 
While lying there, sho was suddenly boarded by a number 
of men who approached in boats. Stink-pots were thrown on 
board, and the crew murdered. The captain, Lynill, managed 
to escape (after receiving a gunshot wound in the shoulder) by 
getting into a lorcha which was lying alongside. The pirates 
were fired on from the lorcha, which got under weigh and stood 
out to sea, but was shortly afterwards pursucd by the pirates, 
who chased her during three hours, but incffectually, and she 
got safely to Ningpo, The Wandering Wave was engaged in 
rebel interests at the time. 

The following refers to gas :—A lover of light could hardly 
have selected a more obscure subject on which to ask informa- 
tion than as to the steps which are being taken to light the set- 
tlement with gas. Most persons have a vague idea that some 
project of the kind is in existence ; some, even, may be aware 
that the energetic step of ordering pipes and fittings from 
England has been taken. But we doubt whether even the 
shareholders in the Shanghai Gas Company know much more. 
A meeting is called occasionally, at which some five or six indi- 
viduals attend, and are informed that the necessary arrangements 
are in progress, The great proportion of the shareholders, how- 
ever,are, we imagine, resigned to their fate, and will be agreeably 
surprised whenever the arrival of the necessary materials and a 
fresh digging up of strects offers hope that their capital is, at 
least, likely to be utilised, and that even a prospect of dividend 
may loom dimly in the future. ‘The following sort paragraph, 
which formed part of the last half-yearly report of the Munici- 
pal Council, contains the sum of our present information on the 
subject, It could not well be more vague, nor express a more 
resigued determination to hope against hope that all will come 
right—some day :— 

Licutinc.— Your Council trust that, ere long, the plans of the gas 
company may be sulteiead developed to admit of some satisfactory ar- 


rangement being concluded with regard to the effective lighting of the 
settlement.

CUSTOMS EXACTIONS. 
(To the Editor of the North China Herald.) 

Sir,—Now that Mr. Hart, a gentleman who is believed to 
have some regard for the convenience of merchants, has re- 
placed Mr. Lay at the Foreign Customs, it might not be out of 
season to point out, through your columns, one of the greatest 
difficulties under which we labour in connection with that in- 
stitution, leaving the remedy to one of your Shanghai corre- 
spondents to suggest, and the execution to the fertile resources 
of the new Inspector-geueral to carry out. 

I allude to the “ Half-duty System» > at whereby 
a merchant is com=-" ~ of fifty per 
cent. additional duty as a guarantee tnat tne prouuve sent down 
froma river port to Shanghai for transshipment abroad be 
really re-exported. This regulation is particularly oppressive 
in its working as regards our most heavily taxed article of ex- 
port—tea. ‘To the question of the justice of a law which com- 
pels the payment of a guaranteo in silver, while the return is 
made in inconvertible paper, I will not now allude, my wish 
being solely to bring the modus operandi before the public, 

On every chop of tea shipped from a river port the 
shipper has to pay @ sum averaging five hundred tacls 
in addition to the regular export tax, as a so-called 
coast trade duty between that inland port and Shan- 
ghai, redeemable in the shape of a drawback granted 
ultimately at tho original port of shipment on prescntation 
there of the Shanghai certificate of re-exportation, this draw- 
back being available only in payment of dutics on further ship- 
ments. In this way a merchant can never recover the whole of 
his advances, » fixed sum being left perpetually in the hands of 
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the Chinese collectors. The floating capital enjoyed by this 
means by the bankers at this second rate port I estimate at 
seldom less than one hundred thousand taels. What the pro- 
portion of this amount is to each individual merchant here may 
easily be imagined. 

Now, what object can the Chinese have in collecting a coast 
trade duty on an article at once recognisable as packed solely 
for foreign consumption, a3 all tea for exportation is, unless it 
be to place capital in the hands of Chinese bankers at the ports, 
as an equivalent for the heavy bribes they have to pay in order 
to obtain the concession of privileged collectors to the Customs ? 
This being the object, I would ask whether it be fair that 
forcign merchants should be called upon to provide this capital 
without themselves receiving any equivalent? In directing the 
attention of your readers to this main point I pass over the 
further loss of time, money, and trouble, incurred where teas are 
re-sold or divided in Shanghai, a grievance of itself worthy a 
separate and special explanation, 

L believe I am right in saying that not one chest of tea 
packed for foreign export ever passes into Chinese consumption, 
and that, were this vexatious impost to be withdrawn, the 
office of Customs would gain as much in the actual saving of 
the labour that this “Half-duty System” causes, as the 
merchant loses in interest on his capital locked up in the 
Haikuan banks. 

‘Trusting that, if my remarks will not succeed in leading to 
an abolition of the system, they may at least serve as a profit- 
able exposition of the difficultics under which any but large 
capitalists must suffer as long as it continues in force.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 

The report of the committee of the Hong Kong General 
Chamber of Commerce has just been published. It displays 
an amount of vigour and intelligence which will, in future, 
stamp tho Chamber with an authority which it never before 
possessed. We shall leave it to our readers to form their own 
estimate of the report; but, at the same time, we cannot avoid 
congratulating the Chamber upon the very complete manner 
in which its affairs appear to be managed. Those who take 
the trouble of reading the report will undoubtedly be impressed 
with the idea that the Hong Kong General Chamber of Com- 
merco is assuming a position of authority which it will be 
difficult to sct aside. We are now, at length, being mado 
to feel that there is a mercantile body in China which claims 
to have a voice in the commercial affairs of the different 
nations. Why such moral power should not long ago have 
been erected, we are at a loss to imagine. It is almost sur- 
prising that the commercial community of Hong Kong should 
so long have overlooked the decided influence which was at 
their disposal by merely arranging themselves into the present 
simple form of organisation. There is scarcely any trouble, 
no serious expense required in order to give weight to the 
opinions of a large mercantile community ; and this consum- 
mation has at last been reached by the Hong Kong Chamber 
of Commerce. 

‘The Chamber's report evinces a vory wholesome regardless- 
ness of recent attempts to bring the merchants of China into 
disrepute, while the honest, straightforward language in which 
it_is uttered must certainly command the attention of the few 
English statesmen who interest themselves in China affairs. 

‘The Chainber of Commerce, asit is now conducted, supplies 
& want which has long been seriously felt in this part of the 
world, It is not the business of newspapers here to advocate 
any particular interest, and a journal which devoted itself to 
supporting the interests of trade, and to following them out in 
all their minor ramifications, would very rapidly lose influence 
among that class of readers in Kurope whose attention itfis of 
importance to command, ‘The Chamber at length speaks for 
itself. Itis its own organ. It addresses the world, so to speak, 
without the cumbrous intervention of a newspaper. This, we 
thiuk, is not only in good taste, but shows excellent judgment ; 
and we are glad at last to seo the Hong Kong Chamber come 
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to the front in such a creditable manner, and display an amount 
of honesty and intelligence which is certain to give the mer- 
cantily community of this colony an amount of influence which 
it assuredly never possessed before. 

We now reprint the {report of the Committee of the Hong 
Kong General Chamber of Commerce, presented to the mem- 
bers at the half-yearly meeting held on the 16th November, 
1863 :-— 

REPORT. i 

In obedience to the 13th Rule of the Chamber, the committee have 
now to submit to the general body of its members their report of the 
various subjects that have engaged their attention, and of their proceed- 
ings in furtherance of the objects of the institution during the six months 
ending on the Slst ult. On some subjects they bave had to give their 
consideration to questions bequeathed to them by their predecessors in 
office; while on the other band, the necessities of an ever-increasi 
restlessly active commerce, have suggested several matters of deta 
productive, if adopted, of much convenience to the commercial com- 
munity. 

Ta the report for the year ending last May, notice was taken of the 
great want of a bankrupt [aw in this colony, and of the steps that, up to 
that time, had been taken to remedy the evil. A draft ordinance pre- 
pared in England, under the sanction of the Colonial-office, is about to 
remove this long-felt defect in the insolvent law of the colony, as it bas 
already been read a first time before the Legislative Council, and is 
published for general information in the Government Gazette of the Slst 

ietober. 

‘The correspondence between the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
and the Governor of Hong Kong upon the subject of the currency of the 
colony has been printed and circulated; and a new subsidiary coinage will 
be soon introduced into the colony. The committee doubt not that the 
change when effected will prove a great boon to the population of the 
island, where alone its character as a legal tender can be maintained. The 
larger question of an Imperial Local Mint has, the committee are beppy 
to announce, been approved of by the Home Government, and a ree 
ordinance for submission to the Legislative Council has been received by 
the Colonial Government, and will appear in due season as a preliminary 
step to its establisment. 

The Proclamation of February 28 of this year, prohibitory of the export 
coastivise of munitions of war, had led to some correspondence between 
this Chamber and the Colonial Government during the tenure of office of 
the late committee.

is Excellency the Acting-Governor, to pray for Zeome delay in carrying 
out the provisions of that Proclamation, so far as these shipments were. 
concerned. Out of that interview a correspondence (which is annexed as 
Appendix A), arose, from which it appeared that the local Government 
had no power to make the concession. 

‘The scheme proposed by the Baron de Meritens, Commissioner of 
Customs at Fuh chau, for extending trade in Formosa by adding two 
new porte—Keelung and Takao—to those, Tamsui, and Tai-wan-Foo 
already opened by treaty, had claimed the attention of the late committee 
just before their retirement from office. ‘The correspondence commenced. 
By them, and continued by your present committee, appears in the an- 
nexed appendices marked B; but there have been later modifications of 
the original plan therein specified, which have made Keelung, for Custom- 
house purposes, a dependency of Tamsui ; and while laying down certain re 

tulations for the control of vessels resorting to the port, havedone away with 
Bonds and pases in connection with it. “The rules appended to the cor- 
respondence, therefore, apply only to the Southern port of Takoa, and the 
committee have reason to believe that the Baron de Meritens is at present 
endeavouring to introduce there an arrangement similar to that seady in 
operation in the north, by making Takao a dependency of Tai-wan-Foo, 
with a custom-house establishment at the latter station. When that is 
done, there will no longer be any necessity for exacting the securities at 
first proposed as the consideration for enlarging the field of trade in the 
Island of Formosa. 

‘The Baron de Meritens deserves much credit for the sagacity and 
breadth of view‘shown by him in his efforts to open more widely the trade 
of China to foreign enterprise, and “success at these new ports will 
encourage an extension (already contemplated) of the system to important 
stations on the mainland. 

On the appearance of the Blue Book on affairs in China, laid before 
Parliament in January of the present year, it was found to contain the 
memorandum addressed to Earl Russell by Mr. H. N. Lay, referred to in 
the Committee's Report to the Chamber of last May. The document was 
evidently not meant for the eye of the parties assailed in it, but Lord 
Russell, as was to be expected, published it, and in doing so, only did 
justice to the general commerciel body in China, The Chamber of 
‘Commerce at Shanghai, and many of the firms specially ‘accused by Mr. 
Lay of smuggling, have written in disproof of these charges, and in refu- 
tation of his bold and reiterated assertions of the existence of universal 
frand on the part of the foreign community in their dealings with the 
Chinese Customs’ revenue. But it appeared to this committe that, in the 
memorandum, many other questions of vital importance to foreign 
residents were advanced, in a manner unfavourable to their interests 5 
and that the adoption of the whole of the paper ;by Mr. Undér- 
Secretary Layard, in his place in Parliament, as an authorita- 
tive text book on all matters relating to foreign commerce in China, 
made it incumbent on them to review these and other questions in 
@ communication to the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs. The) 
accordingly addressed on the 22nd ult. a letter to Rarl Russell, which is 
now submitted to you, and will appear in the appended correspondence as 
Appendix C, The letter was enclosed (open) to Sir F. Bruce, for 
transmission to London, and a duplicate of it was forwarded yesterday 
direct to the Foreign Office, The committee have only to add, in 
explanation of the scope of their letter, that they framed it in the convic 
ticn that it is essential to a right understanding with the Government in 
China, that the treaty rights of foreign consuls should be rigidly maine 
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tained—but that their judicial decisions, whatever might be the grade of the 
deciding officer, should not be final, Mixed courts, which have been 
frequently suggested, would offer in their construction almost ‘insuperable 
difficulties; but there is another description of court, adverted to in the 
letter, and established at the present time in Turkey and Egypt, which 
might possibly be introduced with much advantage in China, in connec- 
tion with the supreme court of Hong Kong. 

The committee, in concert with the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce, 
have made arrangements for receiving from London a fortnightly telegram , 
to the latest date possible, by each mail. The form of message and the 
letter to Mr. William Walkinshaw, one of your late vice-chairmen, re- 

esting him to make suitable arangements, are marked D in the appen- 
ces. Fhe Shanghai Chamber have agreed to pay half the expense. The 
contents will, immediately on arrival, be available to all members of the 
Chamber ; and it remains for them to decide now whether other parties 
may be admitted to a knowledge of these telegrams on payment of a sub- 
scription. The committee trust that their action in this matter will meet 
the approval of the members. 

‘Ascale of maximum commissions has been prepared (see appendix E) 
by the committee as applicable to the business of Hong Kong, and as 
valuable for reference in disputed cases. It has been submitted to the 
consideration of all the members, and several alterations having been 
suggested, they will have now to be settled, in order that the table may be 
published under the sanction of the general body. The committee 
parpote constructing a similar scale of warehouse rent, porterage, boat 

ire, &c., and, when prepared, it shall in like manner be circulated to all 
the members, 

The absence of all right of appeal from the judgments of the 
British Superintendent of. STrade in all suits between British abject 
and other foreigners or Chinese, whether original or by appeal from 
the lower Consular Courts, bas long been deemed a hardship by 
Her Majesty’s subjects in China, The committee, therefore, regard- 
ing with favour a suggestion t> raise a fund, out of which pecuniary aid 
might be given to parties engaged in combating such restriction of appeal, 
or in suits involving the assertion of principles of general importance to 
men engaged in trade in this country, issued the circular marked in the 
appendix F, and handed a copy to ‘each member. The proposal has 

dy obtained the approval of many of the members, and a deed of 

ment has been signed by them, engaging to the extent of the amounts 
severally subscribed to meet calls for pro rata contributions when required. 
‘The class to which assistance may be given is subject to the discretion of 
the committee; but they are bound by the conditions of the deed to give 
full information to the subscribing’ parties. The Chamber of Commerce 
at Shanghai bas raised a similar fund with the same objects. 

The committee submit now to your judgment various changes and 
amendments in the rules of the Chamber, and in the bye-laws subordi- 
nate to them as set forth in appendix H. It remains with this meeting 
to adopt or reject these proposed alterations. The committee believe that 
they will improve the constitution of the society. 

It may not be out of place here to notice an impression, more or less 
prevalent in Hong Kong, that this Chamber might be clothed with the 
attributes of a tribunal of commerce, and that by it all questions of mer- 
cantile law and usage might be cheaply and expeditiously disposed of. 
France is usually referred fo in support cf the femibility of the scheme; 
but it seems to be overlooked that the conditions of success there were 

by the Revolution of 1789, through the then sweeping away 
of all the old landmarks of law, and by the subsequent in- 
troduction of the Code Napoleon, which directly provided for 
the present m. In Great Britain and its dependencies 
the commercial law has grown out of long custom, legalised by the 
decision of the Courts and by various Acts of Parliament; and root 
and branch changes in it would be necessary before tribunals of 
commerce could be made to work. The idea, however, has been a 
favourite one at different time: ; and not very long ago, for instance, in 
Li 1, where an intelligent and earnest body of men probed the ques- 
tion deeply ; but every attempt to engraft these courts on the commercial 
system of Great Britain has only brought into strong light the almost in- 
superable difficulties that bar success, ‘That fact seems now so generally 
ised, that the question, the committee believe, has died out at home, 
and in their opinion it is only as a court of arbitration that this Chamber 
can be presently and practically useful to the commercial community in 
the adjustment of differences. 

‘The committee have remitted to London in the sum of £290, 5s. 5d. 
the contribution received from the Portuguese community of this colony 
to the fund fur the relief of the distressed operatives of Lancashire, re- 
ferred to in the minutes of the proceedings of the general meeting held 
on May 26th, 1863. Its receipt has been acknowledged with sincere thanks 
by the to the Mansion House Committee.

THE FALL OF SOOCHOW. 

On this subject the China Mail says:—“ A man named 
Jones stated, on oath, that one of the reasons for his own and 
his companions’ deserting the rebel cause was their knowledge 
of the fact that General Brown was giving Major Gordon his 
support. Such support, it is true, simply consisted in station- 
ing British soldiers at a short distance from the scene of 
Gordon’s operations. Small as this support would seem, it was 
quite sufficient to turn the scale in the major’s favour; the 
defection of the rowdies was only the first fruits of this policy ; 
its mature reaults are to be found in the surrender to Imperial 
authority of the leading men in the Soochow city. Only one 
of the Taiping chiefs—viz, the Mo-Wang, was adverse to 
giving up the city; and ata general meeting of the Wangs 
which was held in Mo-Wang’s ‘palace’ on the fourth ultimo, 
that prince still proving obstinate in his desire to continue 
hostilities, the other princes solved the difficulty by assassinat- 
ing him and surrendering themselves to General Ching.” 

“This they did upon the understanding that their lives should 
be spared. Gordon himself had received the General’s assur- 
ance that such should be the case, and there is no doubt that 
this method of disarming hostility would rapidly have led to 
the extinction of the Taiping rebellion, and that in a manner 
highly consistent with the principles of justice and humanity. 
But General Ching defeated this policy by a disgraceful act of 
perfidy, which, unless disavowed and punished by the authori- 
ties of Peking, must permanently lower the Imperialists in the 
eyes of foreign nations, Notwithstanding the promise given 
to the Taiping leaders, and on the strength of which they 
shaved their heads and marched submissively through Futai’s 
camp to go through the form of surrendering the city, they 
were all seized and executed, while Major Gordon was absent 
in the city, calling at the house of one of the chiefs. Such a 
revolting act of treachery affected the gallant major so pain- 
fully that he refused to co-operate further with Futai’s forces, 
and even declined to accept the surrender of three hundred 
Taipings who desired to submit tohim. The whole affair has 
been reported to Peking, and its enormity in European eyes will 
be‘orcibly set before Prince Kung if Sir Frederick Bruce does 
his duty. 

“ In the meantime, Gordon remains at Quinsan with his forces, 
independent, but inactive. His position at Quinsan will servo - 
the purpose of covering Shanghai, a circumstance to which the 
wealthy inhabitants of that city are by no means indifferent. 
General Brown, before leaving Shanghai for Hong Kong, which 
he has made his head-quarters, had an interview with the 
general body of foreign Consuls, who unanimously empowered 
him to take what steps he considered best for the safety of 
Shanghai, In this manner all difficulties which might arise 
from the death of foreigners in rebel employ or in command 
of marauding parties are effectually obviated. The General, 
or any officer to whom he may delegate the command of 
Shanghai, will not be called upon by any of the foreign Con- 
suls to answer for injuries sustained by rowdies who should 
be discovered disturbing the peace of the province. Had it 
been otherwise, the General would have been liable to be ham- 
pered at every turn.”

STRAITS OF MALACCA. 
SINGAPORE. 

When the present mail left, on the 8th of January, the 
London mail of November 26 had not arrived. In our issue 
of the 3rd inst. we reported its arrival at Galle on the Ist of 
January. The detention was owing to the accident to the 
Bengal in the Red Sea. 

In our issue of the 3rd inst. we gave a full account of the 
captures made by the Alabama, We now append some.comments 
from the Straits Times:—* Various reports are current as to the 
whereabouts of the dlabama and the Federal steamer Vander- 
bilt, One report states that the Alabama passed to the east- 
ward, through Durian Straits, another that she has burnt the 
whaler Aflantic in Rhio Straits, and a third that she had been 
spoken on the Gulf of Siam by an English brig. To none of 
these, however, can we attach any positive reliance, though 
any or all aro probable. With regard to the Vanderbilt, the 
report that she is at present in Penang is in every probability 
true, though how it can have reached this we are ata loss to 
understand. In the Calcutta papers of the 23rd of December 
it is stated that the Vanderbilt was spoken by the Persia some- 
where between Moulmein and Penang steering for the latter 
port; also that another Federal ship-of-war, the Onward, had 
been spoken in the Bay of Bengal.” 

Our Christmas season passed off with more than ordinary 
joviality. The Corps Dramatique gave a performance in the 
Theatre Royal ou the evening of the 29th; a fall account of 
which appears in the body of our Journal. On New Year's- 
day the sports on the Esplanade were kept up with great spirit. 
In addition to the standard sports of leaping, foot-racing, sack- 
racing and wheel-barrow racing, there were a great many others 
peculiar to the place, and intended chiefly for the natives. 
Lewis’ Australian Hippodrome ie also here just now fora week 
or so; the first performance came off last night and was a very 
good display. Some second Barnum has also advertised a 
mermaid to be exhibited, caught, he says, in the inland Japan 
sea, 

The Singapore Gas Works at Rochore are now, by the energy 
of Mr. Wells, the engineer, so far completed as to illumi- 
nate with gas the buildings and premises occupied by the com- 
pany. Christmas eve was the first occasion of coal gas illumi- 
nation in Singapore, and this works a bright era in the history 
of this central depot. Thera is perhaps scarcely a town of its 
size and number of inhabitants, now about 100,000, which pre- 
sents, especially throughout its outskirts, a more gloomy, 
dreary, deserted, and disconsolate appearance than Singapore 
when the evening shades prevail. 

So that gas-light is here as desirable for its bestowal of com- 
fort, and inspiring cheerfulness, as for its usefulness as a guide 
and companion, and its security as a protection to life and pro- 
perty. The benefit and safeguard conferred by efficient gas- 
light, is quite equal to that of a greatly enlarged police, and the 
pleasure and safety of a visit to town by night is greatly en- 
hanced, 

The company’s building is now entirely lighted by gas, and 
the cheerful brilliance so pleasingly diffused throughout its 
apartments is a delightful contrast to the murky duskiness of 
the surrounding neighbourhood. The whole of the building 
operations of the company are completed, and there remain 
but the iron roof now discharging from the Zurly Dawn to be 
placed over the large brick works, and the retorts, &., the 
plant as it is technically termed, to be put up. All the iron 
work is now in progress and partly finished. The gas holder 
it is estimated will contain about 70,000 cubic feet, and re- 
quires six tons of rivets for its fastenings. The scrubber, the 
purifyer, the engine exhauster and condenser will shortly be 
in operation, and the completion of the works will be pushed 
rapidly forward.

We extract the following from the Government Gazette of the 
25th of December :— 

Some anxiety is felt on account of the non-appearance of the 
Siamese steamer Enemy Chaser here. The Enemy Chaser was sent: 
out to take the place of the Chow Phya on the line between this 
and Siam. The brig <Andelope, which had left Bangkok five 
days after the steamer, has already arrived here. 

On the transfer question we have the following news:— 
Colonel Freeth, from Ceylon, who is wanting to complete tho 
transfer commission, has not yet made his appearance, and 
nothing definite can of course be done. It is probable, how- 
ever, that when he does arrive the business will be short, as 
Colonel Cavenagh and Sir Hercules Robinson have been busy 
collecting all the information that is likely to be required. The 
condition of the revenue promises to be most satisfactory, and 
a considerable surplus over the expenditure will be at the dis- 
posal of the new government. The stamp tax during the year 
that has just finished shows the receipts, to be £21,000, for 
Singapore alono; this is a little over our most sanguine con- 
jectures, and is the more satisfactory as it is certain. The 
committee appointed at the public meeting held three weeks 
age in the Town Hall, are, it is believed, drawing up a report 
upon the condition of the settlement,

CHINA EXPORTS. 
SHANGHAI. 

Brack Tgas.—A dull market is again rej i, but since the 
advices by the last mail holders are becoming firmer, and teas of this 
description are beginning to meet with more inquiry. The settlements 
reported are: 11 chops, 5,766 chests, and 10 , 5,277 chests, re- 
shipped of Oopacks, Oonams, Ningchows, and Hohows. Stock, 27 
chops of which 5 are for reshipment. Oopacks and Ningchows are 
quoted at 24 to 29 taels; Ooname, 19 to 24 taels; Hohows, 17 to 20 
taels per picul. Green: Prices have advanced fully from 2 to 8 taels, 
and the demand bes been quite active during the fortnight, with only 
small quantities offering in the market. Settlements and reshipments are 
89,711 half.chests Fychow, 7,106 half-chests Pingsuey, 9,700 half-chests 
Japan. Fychows have been settled at 37 to 98 taels, and Pingsuey at 
81 to 35 taels per picul.

LAST NIGHT’S PARLIAMENT. 
THE DEATH OF LisurmNANT TINLING AND CAPTAIN DEW. 

Lyurd CHELMSFORD called the attention of the First Lord of the 
Admiralty to the particulars of the death of Lieutenant Tinling, of Her 
Majesty's ship Encounter, at Shoushing, on the 5th of March, 1863, and 
asked for explanations of the statements made by the Secretary of the 
‘Admiralty with respect to them, by which the family of the young officer 
had felt themselves aggrieved. 

The Duke of SomenseT read a letter from Captain Dew, of the 





Encounter, describing the circumstances under which Lieutenant Tinling 
was killed. He was not on duty or acting under orders, but, at his own 
urgent request, had accompanied Captain Dew to the scene of action. 
‘The commander had told the officers volunteering that they were con- 
sidered on leave ; iad also cautioned them not to expose themselves, 
as he considered himself responsible for their safety. 

Lord Gary believed that Lieutenant Tinling was virtually acting under 
orders, though he was represented as only an amateur. The question 
had an important public bearing, as illustrating the manner in which this 
country was being lovolred in the affairs of China. Our policy was 
neither neutral as between the Imperialists and the Taipings, nor effective 
in support of the established Government. He contended that England 
ought either to be neutral, or to intervene in a manner worthy of the 
nation. —Lord Hanpwicks said thata junior officer volunteering to accom- 
pany his commander on any service must be considered as still acting 
under orders.—The Duke of Somerset, in reply to Lord Grey, 
defended the policy of the Government as to China. That they could 
attempt to assume the whole administration of the Empire was out of 
the question, nor could they abandon. Shanghai to the rebels.— 
Lord Russstt said the Government had taken the only practical course, 
and it had been successful. Wherever our authority had extended, there 
had been a revival of trade and prosperity.—Lord Granvitte thought the 
past services of Lieutenant Tinling had been fully recognised, It was ad- 
mitted that he possessed every quality of a naval officer.—Lord CaEtus- 
ForD contended that as Captain Drew was engaged in hostile operations, 
and Lieutenant Tinling was acting under his orders, that officer must be 
considered as having died in the disch: of his duty. After a few words 
from Lord ELLensozovcH and Lord Harpwicke the subject dropped. 


POLICY OF THE GOVERNMENT IN CHINA, &c. 

Mr. Faananp gave notice that he would, on the motion for going into 
Committee of Supply, move the following resolutions :— 

“ That the Eastern policy of Her Majesty's Government, begun by the 
present Prime Minister in China thirty years ago, and from that time 
enforced by every Whig Government, has led to constant little wars, 
which have culminated in the deeply deplored burning of Kagosima and 
the massacres of Soochow. 

“ That the Government have admitted tha these little wars were the 
result of the pressure put on them by merchants to extend their trade. 

“That our military and naval armaments required to carry out this 
Eastern policy have greatly increased the heavy taxation of the country. 

“ That it is a flagrant injustice and a violation of the principles of Fee 
trade to tax the agricultural and other trades of Great Britain, and especi- 
ally of Ireland, for commercial wars waged to open fresh markets for 
manufactures in which they are not engaged, and have no pecuniary 
interest.” 








BURNING OF KAQOSIMA.—DIVISION IN HOUSE OF 
COMMONS. 

Motion made, and question proposed, “ That this House, while only im- 
puting to Admiral Kuper a misconception of the duty imposed on hima, 
deeply regrets the burning of the town of Kagosima, as being contrary 

to those usages of war which prevail aroong civilised nations, and to 

which it is the duty and policy of this country to adhere” (Mr. Buxton). 

‘Amendment proposed, “ To leave out the words ¢ while only imputing 

to Admiral Kuper a misconception of the duty imposed on him’” 

(Mr. Longfield). Question, “ That the words proposed to be left out 

stand part of the question,” put and negatived. Amendment made. 

Main question, as amended, proposed. Whereupon previous question 

rut, “ That that question be now put” (Viscount Palmerston). The 

House divided— Ayes, 85; Noes, 164.

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THE DEBATE ON KAGOSIMA. ; 
(THE TIMES.) 


Mr. Buxton did but speak last night the universal mind of the country 
when he deplored the disastrous conflagration of the city of Kagosima, 
and called upon the Government to clear our fair national fame from the 
imputation of having wilfully caused it. Nor can Admiral Kuper very 
fairly complain that his conduct upon that occasion has undergone close 
criticism. The destruction of the unarmed portion of a city isa fact 
which upon the face of it carries heavy responsibility and cause for censure. 
It is to a British officer like the loss of his ship. It may be proved to have 
been unavoidable; but the burden of apology and excuse is upon the 
officer incommand. There is no more wholesome restraint upon the con- 
duct of an Englishman serving abroad than the knowledge that the eyes of his 
countrymen are upon him in every act he performs, and in every spot of 
the globe where he may be commanding. If no act of gallantry misses its 

. tpplause, no heroism can repress the cries of shame that will follow upon 
acruel or an unnecessary violence. No naval or military commander, 
and no colonial governor will ever wisely forget that the critics who are 
observing him from afar are regarding bis conduct from opposite points of 
view. ‘hile the general acclaim urges bim on to decisive and famous 

deeds, there are cold and unsympathising critics who like not his trade, 
and are not very well affected to his cause ; who think the policy he is 
sent to force through little better than a wickedness ; and who are on the 
watch for any excess he may commit, and ready to call bim to account 
even for the laurels he may have won. After a success, moreover, we are 
rather accustomed to store up the gains as an ion which is secure, 
and to turn aside from the cost, whether this be counted against our 
purses or our sympathies. Other causes also are at work. Party spirit 
sometimes steps in with ungenerous comments upon achievements which 
have a party effect ; or mere notoriety-bunters sometimes seek occasion for 
a popular display of indignation. But do what an officer may, if his acts 
are in any way questionable, he may be sure they will be questioned ; and 
even if he may, as Admiral Kuper has in the case of Mr. Buxton, meet 
with a reasonable critic, who would impute to him only ‘a misconception 
of the duty imposed upon him,” ‘he will be certain to find some more 
savage foe pushing to the front, who, like Mr. Longfield, moves to make 
the censure upon him short, sharp, and unconditional. 

We must, of course, accord that we should have liked Admiral Kuper’s 
achievement much better if Kagosima had been left unharmed; and we 
will also confess that, failing this, we should have liked his despatch much 
better if it had dwelt more pointedly on the fact that the burning of the 
city was an unavoidable accident, and if be bad bestowed afew words of 

















bs ie upon the occurrence. That is to say, we should have liked this 
sailor's itch better if it hid been more carefully and considerately 
written. ere can be no doubt that in recording the destruction of the 


oy without any expression of regret he may enable some persons to 
infer, if they please, that he rather exulted in the catastrophe ; and he 
may offer an excuse to others who may believe that he contrived it. But 
the facts themselves are sufficiently stated. He tells us plainly enough 
that the ships under his command did not fire until fired upon with shot 
and shell from all the batteries; that they then engaged those batteries, 
and were caught by a typhoon while firing into them. He tells us also that 
he was obliged to take his ships out of action on account of the irresistible 
force of the wind, and that the te lasting as it did all night and part 
of the next day, blew the flames all over the town. One would think that 
these were facts sufficient to reduce the discussion to the simple issue 
whether Admiral Kuper was or was not justified in returning the fire of 
the batteries, Lord Russell took this view of the case in the despatch in 
which he approved the conduct of Colonel Neale. Mr. Buxton has 
criticised the statements in the itches, but he has not answered, or 
refuted, or even varied them. In the whole of his long speech he never 
once alluded to the tempest which was the immediate cause of the fire, and 
the evidence of ‘‘eye-witnesses ” which he brought forward failed to sub- 





stantiate what he undertook to substantiate —that ‘“ Admiral Kuper 
shelled Kagosima on purpose.” After all that has been said, the case 
still substantially rests upon the despatches, and the only fuir inference 
which can be drawn from the wording of those despatches is that the 
Admiral was at the time too impressed with what he saw on board his own 
ships, and too concerned for the death and wounds of his own sailors, to 
be able to bestow a fair amount of sympathy for sufferings which were not 
immediately under his eye, and for a cilastrophe which he probably 
regarded as the necessary consequence of an imperative act of duty. 
lo one will be found now-a-days to question the position that “it is 
the duty and policy of this country to adhere to those usages of war which 
prevail among civilised nations.” "The best and the most humane of these 
usages have originated with ourselves, and we have never eparted from 
them. Nor will any one think it necessary that Mr. Buxton should 
adduce to the House of Commons a long array of authorities from Lord 
Bacon to General Halleck, in order to prove that to burn down the pri- 
vate dwellings of non-combatants is, "f done wilfully, a breach of the 
usages of war, as well as a crime against humanity, But the question in 
dispute last night was simply a question of fact, not of opinion. This 
issue of fact was not very fuitly treated by Mr. Buxton when he placed 
the loose phrases of eye-witnesses, who wrote under no responsitility, and 
who were not shown to have been in a position to know what shots were 
directed against hostile batteries and what shells were cast_into the town, 
against the deliberate statements of the Admiral and the Consul. It was 
not candid in any of the Opposition speakers to leave out the all-import- 
ant circumstance of the storm, and to assume that a British Admiral was 
rying to burn a city when all his efforts were required to silence the 
batteries of the fortifications. We must say even to Lord Stanley, that a 
ty advantage is too recklessly sought when to obtain that advantage it 
is necessary to tarnish the reputation of our common country, and to put 
invidious ‘constructions upon some doubtful words in the ‘despatches 
of an absent Admiral. Mr. Buxton fuirly admitted that to 
attempt to fix upon Lord Russell an approval of any such 
act of wanton destruction as is now suggested would be, “ not censure, but 
calumny.” If this be 80, i. 's conceded that Lord Russell could not have 
read these tches as Mr. Guxton and his much more fierce allies now 
read them, and there is nothing in their language which compels this con- 
struction." Still, we must cordially agree that the House of Commons is 
usefully and honourably employed in investigating such a catastrophe as 
this, “The time employed upon it will certainly not have been misapplied 
if it shall tend to convince not only our soldiers and sailors, but also those 
engaged in civil pursuits in the East, that any act of wrong or oppression 
committed upon the people whom they are perhaps too much ined to 
consider as barbarians will be closely examined and severely criticised in 
this country. 


























CONSULAR CHARGES AT AMOY. 
(MITCHELL'S MARITIME REGISTER. ) 

“ A British Shipmaster ” writes us a letter respecting certain charges 
which he has been obliged to meet in the ports of Amoy and Chif-Au, 
incurred by bringing two seamen before the British Consul at those places. 
It appears from our correspondent’s statement, that while at Amoy, in 
October last, one of his crew, an able seaman, refused duty. For this 
offence, the man, having been brought before the Consul, was sentenced 
topay a fine of five dollars, and to be kept in confinement till the ship 
sailed from Amoy, the cost and expenses of his imprisonment to be de- 
ducted from his wages. 


On a subsequent occasion, while the ship was at 
Chif-Au, this man was detected broaching the ship’s cargo. 





For this 
offence, aggravated by insolent language, the delinquent was sentenced to 
three months’ hard labour. “Ihave been debited by the Consul,” says 
our correspondent, ‘and have paid for the man’s support, under heading 
of gaol expenses, the sum of 3 dollars 60 cents for fourteen days, at 
the rate of Is. per day, which would amount to 2 dollars 9 cents 
only, the dollar, by the Consul’s rate of exchange, being 4s. 10d.” 
“Tam at a loss to find out (he adds) what the balance of 70 cents 
for, or why I should debit the ship with his keep, as he had 
no wages due to him the first time he was locked up, all the wages being 
awallowed up in a fine and court costs in the Consulate.” In the second 
case referred to by our correspondent, a seaman was brought before the 
Consul for using abusive language, for which he was sentenced to two 
months with hard labour. In this case, also, a demand was made by the 
Consul for eleven days’ “diet money,” which sum was paid, like the former 
charges, on account of the ship, no wages being due to the man. Our 
correspondent is at a loss to understand why these charges should fall upon 
the ship. He states that, though fami with the mode of dealing with 
delinquents by our consular officers in 8 parts of the world, he has 
never before heard of such demands, and has always understood that the 
labour performed by prisoners under sentence in such cases is taken as a 
set-off against the cost of maintenance. 

‘the criminal jurisdiction conferred upon her Majesty's Consuls in 
China is founded upon the Treaty of 1842, under which the five ports of 
Canton, Amoy, Foo-choo-foo, Ningpo, and Shanghai, were opened to 
British trade, and is regulated by a commission appointed in 1843, and 
by subsequent ordinances issued by the Queen in Council. In cases of 




















murder, piracy, slave-trading, manslaughter, aggravated assault, wilful 
destruction of the ship, deliberate and concerted mutiny, or other 
offences of a “ very serious nature, involving risk to the life or welfare of 
others,” the offender is sent home at the public expense, or remitted to the 
jurisdiction of the Court at Hong Kong; but ‘in cases of petty theft, 
and also in cases of insubordination (we quote from the instructions to 
Consuls issued by the Board of Trade), and of other crimes of that 
description, the “ Consul wi no case, send the offender for trial, 
unless the master or agent of the ship, or some other person against whom 
the offence has been committed, undertakes to prosecute, and to pay the 
expenses of sending home the offender and witnesses. This under 
taking must be such as to be satisfactory to the Consul, and must be 
“ forwarded by him to the Board of Trade.” By this, therefore, it would 
seem, our Consuls are invested with a summary jurisdiction inall cases when 
the offence charged does not fall within the category of offences involving 
risk to the life or welfare of others.” In the table of Consular fees as 
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settled by Order in Council, and appended to the instructions referred to, 
there is no provision made for the exercise of this jurisdiction, and 
no authority for the exaction of any charges connected with the punish- 
ment of offenders. We are, therefore, as much at a loss as our 
Correspondent to understand by what authority the Consuls at Amoy and 
Chif-Au levied the charges referred to in his letter. Offences against dis- 
cipline committed by seamen, whether at home or abroad, are punishable, 
according to the Merchant Shipping Act, by imprisonment, and by certain 
forfeitures of the offender's wages, at the discretion of the Court, while 
similar punishments may be awarded in cases of wilful damage to the sihp, or 
embezzlement of her stores or cargo. But we are not aware of any law by 
which the ship can be fixed with the cost of punishing offenders of this class, 
or of maintaining them while undergoing sentence. Offences against the 
criminal law committed at home are punished at the public cost, and it would 
bea strangeand most unfortunate policy which would reverse this arrangement 
within the jurisdiction of the Consular establishment, and make the ex- 
pense of punishing offenders fall upon the parties prosecuting. Our 
correspondent would do well to address himself to the Board of Trade 
upon this subject. That department is, we believe, ready at all times to 
act upon representations respecting unauthorised charges made by our 
Consuls, and is sincerely desirous to put a stop to all such exactions. We 
have said that our Consuls in China possess a somewhat extensive, and, in 
some respects, an exceptional jurisdiction, but we shall be more than 
surprised to learn that they are justified in making charges upon a ship, 
for the punishment of the refractory, or otherwise delinquent, members of 
that ship's company. Such an authorisation would lead manifestly to 
very grave abuses, and would be subversive of the very object with which 
the jurisdiction in question has been conferred.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AmsrerDAM, Feb. 6. 

The First Chamber of the States-Gencral, to the surprise of 
the whole country, after having caused a deal of trouble and 
annoyance to the Government by rejecting the Budget for the 
Foreign Department, have now changed their minis, and in- 
stead of confirming the provisional credit for that department, 
have actually accepted and passed the whole Budget as originally 
laid before them by Government, and which they thought proper 
to throw overboard. After this feat of heroism and patriotic 
spirit they have adjourned to their firesides till they are 
again summoned from their repose to deliberate further on the 
interests of the nation, 

The elections are now beginning. At Almelo the two Liberal 
candidates have been returnedl—Mr. G. M. van der Linden, 
the former member, by 1,346 out of 1,468 votes, and Mr. van 
Limburg-Brouwer (vice H. van Loghem), by 767 out of 1,465. 
Mr. Stieltjes is, therefore, not clected.

The Colonial Department publishes a communication re- 
ceived from the Spanish Government, containing particulars of 
the new lighthouses erected on the Ixland of Burias, in the 
Philippine group.

A stationary white light on the north entrance to 
the harbour, 10 metres above the level of the sca. The tower 
is square, and stands on a rock 5 English miles $.S.W. of the 
Anima Sola shoal. 2. A stationary white light on the western 
entrauce, 8} metres high ; tower also square, and built on an 
eminence on the N.W. point of the island, 2 miles $.E. of 
Temple Island. 3. Another stationary white light near the end 
of the pier, erected on a house with a dome-shaped roof, N.E. 
of the clanuel forming the inner harbour. B. Port of Bu 
sainga: A stationary blue light at the entrance of the harbour, 
on the N.E. coast of the island, 8} metres above the sca ; 
square tower, about 8 miles S, of the Anima Sola shoal. C, 
Port of Malaguing-Gilog : Stationary blue light at the entrance 
of the harbour, $$ metres above the sea; tower square, 
N.N.E. of entrance, and N.E. of Sibuyon Island. D. Port of 
Boca Engano ; Stationary white light at the eutrance of the 
harbour, 8} metres above the sea; tower square, standing on 
a promontory 8. of Point Macoto, W.N.W. of ‘Ticao Island, and 
W.S.W. of Dousol. 

A treaty has been signed between this kingdom and the 
Grand Duchy of Hesse-Darmstadt, empowering the latter State 
to appoint Consuls, Vice-Consuls, and Consular Agents in ports 
and places of Netherlands India. The ratifications of the 
reaty have already been exchanged, 














According to an official return the number of officers in the 
Netherlands India on the Ist of January this year was as fellow 
1 Tieutenant-general, 4 major-generals, 11 colonels, $0 lieutenant-colonels, 
58 majors, 908 captains, 489 lieutenants, and 495 sub-lieutenants. ‘The 
medical department of the same army consists of 185 officers, of whom 
Thas the rank of major-general, 4 of Heutenant-calorels (directing medi- 
cal officers of the first class), 8 of majors (directing medical officers of the 
second class), 24 of captains (medical officers of the fiat class), 70 medi. 
cal officers of the second class, and 78 of the third class, Amongst these 
gentlemen 29 are decorated with different orders, 17 being koights of the 
military order of Willem. 

Another well deserved tribute of praise to the laudable exertions of 
Admiral Fitzroy in the cause of humanity is the introduction in this coun- 
try of that gallant officer’s storm signals for the benefit of the shipping 
interests. The Minister for the Naval Department gives public notice 
for the benefit of those concerned that the signals will be hoisted when bad 
weather may be expected, but confined for the present to the ports of 
Nieuwe Deep, Helvoetsluys, and Vlissengen. The signals differ but 
slightly from those in use along the English coast, and consist of a cone, 
a drum, and a ball. ‘The cone or triangle with the point upwards (when 
placed over the drum or square) signifies. bad weather from. the 
north-west. The cone with the point downwards and under the drum 
means an approaching storm from S.W. or S, The triangle hoisted 
alone signifies “pay attention to barometer and look out for a storm.” 
The ball when exhibited alone means that westerly winds may be ex- 
pected. The signals are to remain exposed the whole day unless the 
arrival of fresh telegrams require an alteration to be made. At night the 
storm signals will be given by three lanterns, in which case a triangle with 
the point uppermost means a storm from the westward, and with the point 
downwards from S. or S.W. It is understood that measures are bein; 
taken for the extension of the system of storm signals, as above indicate 
all round the coast of Holland and the adjoining islands in the North Sea, 
where they cannot but prove extremely useful. 

Captain Buschman, of the ship Eta, from Passaroean to this port, 
reports havirig seen on the 19th November last in 29° S, lat., and 49° 
E. lon,, the ship Java from Batavia to Falmouth, which had lost her bul= 
warks in a heavy gale, but otherwise all well on board, 

Intelligence has been received from Lisbon that the Dutch barque Peter 
‘Schoemmakers, Captain van Varelen, from Java to Rotterdam, had put in 
to the first named port short of hands, having lost twenty-one men of her 
crew of Malays by death, and having nine more onthe sick list. 

Orders have been given to fit out for immediate service H.N.M. steam 
frigate Admiral van Wassenar, of 45 guns, now lying in ordinary at 
Nieuwe Deep. She is to reinforce the squadron in Japan, and when re~ 
ported ready for sea the crew uf the steamer-frigate Zealand will be 
turned over to her in a body.

‘Wanrare IN Cuina.—The Scotsman has the following account from 
a correspondent in Hong Kong. We must confess it has not come to our 
knowledge before:—Last summer a British merchant, Mr. A. S. of 
Canton and Hong Kong, took a steamboat trip to what is there called the 
‘West Coast of China—that is, the shores of Tonquin Bay. He found a 
bloody war raging between two native tribes—the Poontees, who occupy 
the interior, and the Hakkas, who hold the coast line—corresponding to 
the Germans and Danes, the subject of the dispute also being the same, 
the possession of the seaboard. ‘The war had raged for ten years, and was 
carried on with great ferocity. Mr. S., having some knowledge of Chinese, 
had a conference with the chiefs of the Hakkas, whom he found heartily 
tired of the conflict, and desirous of peace. They entreated him to use 
his influence to procure foreign intervention. He showed them that this 
was out of the question, as both parties professed to be loyal subjects of 
the Emperor, and that their proper course was to petition bim to interpose 
his authority to put a stop to the civil war. 
chiefs, with Mr. S.’s help, drew up a petition, which he forwarded to the 
Governor-General of Quantung. No notice was taken of this petition, 
and the war continued to be carried on with increasing bitterness. The 
Pontees, the landward tribe, got the upper hand, and seemed bent on ex- 
terminating the unfortunate Hakkas, whom they drove from refuge 
to refuge, till they had only one town left. They had again 
petitioned the Chinese Government to help them to emigrate; but their 
second petition met with no more success than their first. When their 
last refuge was attacked, Mr. S. happened to have two vessels there taking 
in cargo, and they interposed, to prevent a general massacre. Happily 
the owner, suspecting that the Hakkas might be in extremity, had 
despatched two other vessels—one a steamer—to their assistance, which 
arrived just as the town was set on fire, and the inhabitants were being 
driven into the sea, These four vessels, by loading to the utmost of their 
capacity, and even above it, carried off 2,800 souls—men, women, and 
children, the last remnant of an industrious and enterprising race—three- 
fourths of whom have been slaughtered through the tender care of a 
paternal Government. The people were most grateful to their deliverer, 
and the chiefs have presented him with the title-deeds of their lands, in- 
cluding several townships and a gold mine. These are, perhaps, not of 
much value, but a man who has the consciousness of having saved 2,800 
lives does not need much further reward. These exiles bave been landed 
in Hong Kong; and it is to be hoped that as they are grouped in families 
they may be welcomed as immigrants in Queensland or some other of our 
‘Australian colonies. 

Tue Frencu 1x Cocnin-Catna.—The following is from a Paris 
Admiral de la Grandiere, Governor of Cochin-China, has founded 
per at Saigon, the capital, by a decree, in which he says that, 
ring French Cochin-China is little or erroneously known in France 
and in the neighbouring colonies; that inaccurate information given by 
ill-informed newspapers may injure the true interests and the development 
of the colony, the best _mode of inspiring merchants and manufacturers 
with confidence is to inform them of the numerous resources possessed by 
Lower Cochin-China. The Governor further announces that an official, 
political, and commercial newspaper shall appear on the 10th and 25th of 
each month from the Ist of January, 1864. It is to publish official an- 
nouncements, leading articles on the resources of the country, on the 
commercial and agricultural Seesilons connected with them, and the price 
of articles to be exported. e editor will thankfully receive all articles 
signed by the contributor, which shall appear to be of advantage to the 

sper, and all other useful communications addressed tohim, The decree 
Founding the paper is followed by three additional decrees, and three notes 
emanating from the administration of the colony. The first decree fixes 
he indemnity to be paid to Asiatics summoned to give evidence. The 
second opens an annual credit of 5,000 fr., granted to the Governor for 
secret service money, and the third permits the exportation of rice from 
the Ist of January. The first two administrative notes refer to the per- 
petuel rent representing the part of the land tax to be paid by the pur- 
chasers of lands and the formalities to be fulfilled by those who propose 
to build ontheir land, The third note states that the Treasury had re- 
ceived a sum or 277f. 50c. restitution money of which it had been robbed, 
It was restored through Consignor Lefebre, Vicar-General of Cochin.

‘The gun-boat is to be 
again carried to the Mediterranean, wheace it will proceed to the Black 
Sea, ascend the Don, cross the Steppes of Dolgo in a waggon to reach 
the Wolga, which it will descend to the Caspian Sea, that immense con- 
glomeration of water and of oil of petroleum, continually agitated with 
storms. After having carefully studied these phenomena, as well as the 
various inhabitants of that little-known region, the travellers will cross, 
on camels, the deserts of Asia Minor to the town of Mossoul, where they 
will explore the course of the Tiger and the Euphrates, and examine the 
ruins of the great cities which flourished on their banks. After havin; 
accomplished that prodigious journey across seas, rivers, mountains, an 
deserts, the gun-boat will return to France by the Persian Gulf and the 
Red Sea, All the difficulties attending euch a dangerous journey have 
been well considered and carefully anticipated. Even the construction 
of the boat is a chef-d’euvre of naval architecture and of comfort. All 
the piece which the boat is divided when taken asunder are actual 
numbered, so that it may easily be put together in twenty-four hours. It 
will be for the first time that a steam-boat shall have been carried across 
the precipices of Daghestan and the scorching sands of Mesopotamia. A 
Reked crew have been placed under the command of Lieutenant 

‘ignes by the French Government, for the navigation and transport of 
the gun-boat. The Duke,de Luynes is to be accompanied by several 
friends, as well as by savans and artists of the greatest merit, who have 
solicited the honour to share with him the dangers of this hazardous 
enterprise. 

Tue Preacy on THE “ FLrowgry Lanp” To Stncarorg.—Seven of 
the prisoners in this case were found guilty and condemned to death, The 
seaman Carlos was acquitted of murder, but found guilty of scuttling 
the ship, and sentenced to ten years’ imprisonment with hard labour. On 
being asked, through interpreters, what they had to say why sentence of 
death should not be pronounced upon them, some of the prisoners, espe- 
cially Blanco, Duranno, Santos, and Lopez, made statements incriminat~ 
ing each other, the witnesses Powell and Williams, and to some extent 
the second mate, but most of them agreed in absolving the carpenter 
‘Anderson and the boy Early. According to Santos, Duranno and Lyons 
killed the mate, Lopez declared that some of the prisoners were innocent 5 
that there were four who committed the three murders ; and that the two 
men who had been discharged were the most guilty of all. Lyons made 
no statement, nor did Marsolino. Blanco particularly complained of ill- 
treatment and of the way in which the ship was victualled, leaving it to 
be inferred that those were the exciting causes of the mutiny. He also 
stated that Carlos, with others, was concerned in killing the captai 
brother. Mr. Baron Bramwell, having assumed the black cap, said, 
addressing the convicts;—You have been found guilty of the crime of 
wilful murder, and it is now my duty to pass upon you the sentence of 
the law. After some experience and very ricoh reflection, I have come 
to the conclusion that 1 shall best discharge that duty by adding to the 
form of words prescribed by law no observation of mine of any sort or 
kind. The learned judge then pronounced the sentence of death in the 
usual form, and it was aflerwards intezpreted to them in their own lan= 
guages. Lopez was the only man among them who betrayed any emo- 
tion, and that he struggled to suppress. Some of them, including Watto 
and Lyons, even laughed at a lapse of memory by Duranno, in repeating 
a statement he appeared to have pre ared in his own mind, and this they 
did just as the awful sentence of the law was about to be pronounced upon 
them. 

ApMinaL Joun THompson.—Admiral John Thompson, the senior 
retired admiral, died on the 30th of January. The gallant deceased, who 
had attained the advanced age of 88 years, entered the navy in Decem- 
ber, 1787, and after serving on the home stations accompanied Lord 
Macartney to China, and was promoted to lieutenant December 18, 1794. 
As lieutenant he served at the blockade of Toulon, tovk part in Hotham's 
action, July 18, 1795, and in December, 1796, was wrecked in the River 
Tagus. He was advanced to post rank Oct, 21, 1810, accepted the rank 
of retired rear admiral Oct. 1, 1846, became vice admiral May 27, 1854, 
and admiral June 9, 1860. 

Ma. OxyrHant’s CxaLtence.—It has so often been charged upon 
Mr. Welles, the Secretary of the Navy, that he has not a vessel in the 
navy that our merchant steamers cannot sail round, that his blood has got 
up, and he has challenged the fastest steamer in New York city, the Kin~ 
kang, to run a race with his United States steamer Eutau. Mr. Olyphant, 
an East India and China merchant, says that mercantile louses cannot 
afford to incur the expense of racing, but that if Secretary Welles will pay 
the expenses he will run his steamer. Of courso Welles has to pay for 
the delay of the steamer. I presume the race will be run, and I feel cer~ 
tain that the Secretary will be disgraced by a defcat. 

Tur Cot.ection or Rosert Fortune.—Messrs. Christie, Man- 
son, and Woods will sell by auction, on the 3rd of March, a very beautiful

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SATSUMA’S INDEMNITY PAID. 

Tax intimation we were enabled to convey, in our issue of 
the 27th ult., has been completely verified by the later intelli- 
gence just received. We stated then that the indemnity de- 
manded for the murder of Mr. RicHARDSON was ready, and close 
at hand, for that Satsusma’s people had junks not far from 
Yokohama with cargoes of specie or of goods, or both, to the 
value of. upwards of $2,000,000. As will be seen from the 
account given in another column, after some further inter- 
change of communications—which would be more fitly desig- 
Rated as pourparlers than as negotiations—the $100,000 agreed 
on were paid on the 11th December. The conference imme- 
diately preceding was signalised by a display of refined cour- 
tesy and sensitive appreciation of what is supposed to be 
due to the greatness and dignity of avother, which is eminently 
the distinction of Eastern diplomacy and etiquette in its best 
phases. Satsuma, whose noble character and political abilities 
shine with greater} brilliancy at every fresh appearance on the 
Beene, retired for the moment from the arena, and Iet his 
father, who was the real offender, come forward, by his repre- 
sentatives, to make, as it were, his own personal amende. The 
envoys of Sumfapzv Saxooxo (or Sanro, for these Japanese 
names scarcely ever appear twice spelt in the same way) took 
the management of the final arrangement on themselves, and, 
we shall? sce when we have the official account, expressed their 
regret for the outrage which led to the demand for reparation. 
In addition to the payment of the money, a promise was made 
that the actual perpetrators of Mr. Rrc#arpson’s death should 
be sought out and punished, if they could be found. This may 
turn out to be impracticable. A strange picture of the in- 
terior life of Japan in this respect is opened to us in the cor- 
respondence lately Jaid before Parliament, where we have 
Satsuma’s Minister writing to Colonel Ngaxe that endeavours 
Ihad been made to secure the murderers; but, he says, “it is 
“impossible for us to do so owing to the political differences 
at present existing between the Daimios, some of whom even 
* hide and protect such people ;” and he guards himself against 
the supposition that Satsuma would resort toa trick said to 
be not unusual among the Chinese ; for he adds, “If we were 
“ to execute criminals condemned for other offences, and told 
“ you they were the offenders, you would not be able to recog- 
“vise them ; and this would be deceiving you, and not acting 
“in accordance with the spirit of our ancestors.” We can 
well afford now to let that part of the matter lie. The demands 
made have been acceded to, as far as we can assert them to be 
within the power of either the Daimio or the Tycoon. The 
latter has written a congratulatory letter to the British Minister, 
to express his delight at the settlement of affairs, and his hope 
that a lasting peace between Great Britain and Japan is now 
inaugurated. 

The above is the best possible ‘comment on the motion 
brought forward by Mr. Buxton in the House of Commons on 
Tuesday night, which, to the credit of our representatives, was 
negatived by a large majority ; the House marking its sense of 
the folly and indecency of the proposition offered to its con- 
sideration by refusing to allow the motion to be withdrawn, 
and insisting on proclaiming to the nation and to the world 
its judgment on the point at issue by the unmistakable ver- 
dict recorded in the Division-list. The special antipathy borne 
to Earl Russet by the Opposition enabled Mr. Buxton to rally 
round him a larger number of supporters than he could have 
hoped ; for it became quite clear early in the debate that the 
aoquittal of Admiral Kurer from any blame was resolved on by 
all parties, and that a desire to damage the Sxcrerary for 
FoRxiaN Avvars was the sole incentive to the {speeches that

The harmony that, from the accounts now come to hand, 
would appear to prevail between Satsuma and the Trooom, 
may have had its effect in quieting the rebellious Prince of 
Naaato, who, it may be necessary to apprise the reader, is the 
personage referred to both as Mams’-parra-Datzep-no-Darsu 
and Tstosru; 80 we judge from the Parliamentary papers, where 
the province of Nagato is spoken of as “governed by the 
Prince of Toxu-sxu.”

HER MAJESTY’S SPEECH QUOAD CHINA. 

Loatctays are familiar with the mode of argument which is 
based upon a negation. Given, such and such premises, cer- 
tain conclusions must be drawn, and if they are not drawn, 
it must be because they lead to results which either invalidate 
the premises, or are distasteful to the studious inquirer into 
verity. Her Masssry’s Ministry, in the singular production 
which was minced out by Lord Westsury on Thursday last to 
an indifferent audience of fifty peers and four ladies, and “Her 
Magesty’s faithful Commons” (without one single notability 
among them), have certainly carried the art of saying nothing 
to its highest perfection. Like Sam Weiter, when asked if 
he saw his father in court, in order that the venerable Tony 
might be committed for contempt in giving vent to his feel- 
ings, they have looked everywhere but in the right direction. 
‘The traditional half column of small type in the pages of 
the leading journal has been filled up, yet not one word ap- 
pears relative to subjects which are pressing close upon thou- 
sands of persons engaged in far the most lucrative of all the 
foreign trades of this trading country ; one which is capable of 
almost illimitable expansion ; and which is destined yet to 
concentrate upon itself the attention of all who profess an 
earnest interest in the welfare of their fellow-men. 

The entire omission from Her Masxsty’s Speech at such a 
crisis as the preseut of all mention of China betrays a conscious 
weakness, which is certain, ere long, to lead to serious inter- 
pellations being addressed in the House to the ForgteN Sg- 
creTary. Are we to attribute to the same cause the fact that 
the American question in like manner receives the “go by” at 
the hands of Her Maszsry’s Government? Rumours, more or 
less definite, have, as all the world knows, been rife of dissen- 
sions in the Cabinet. Such divergences of opinion are part 
and parcel of the Constitution, and rightly used, act as safe. 
guards against enthusiasm, or are beneficial, as compelling atten- 
tion to grave questions of public policy. Reticence accordingly 
must result from one of two causes; either it indicates that 
the minds of the Cabinet are divided, or else it is a confession 
of utter defeat. Ifthe latter, then we may expect that Mr. 
Lrppz.t’s notice of inquiry is but the forerunner of a debate 
that may once again unseat Lord Pauwerston. If tho former, 
then we unhesitatingly declare that China cannot be left an 
“open question” in apy Cabinet representing the public fooling 
and intelligence of the country. If only in the name of 
humanity, it is absolutely necessary that our relations with 
China be placed upon such a footing as shall prevent the 
national name from being defiled, by even momentary cm- 
plicity, with the shame of such atrocities as those which ace 
companied the capture by Major Gorpon of Soochow. And it 
is hardly possible to fall into a more lamentable error than 
to suppose that we can withdraw our countenunce from the 
merchants and adventurers who have made China the scene of 
their efforts. Rightly or wrongly, Lord PALMERsTon, two years 
ago, pledged this country to a definite policy with regard to 
China which no amount of recalcitration on the part of Mr, 
Lwpsu, or Mr. Buxton canundo, The man who puts his 
hand to the plough durst not look behind him. It is some- 
what new to us, to imagine Lord PanmersTon inaugurating 
policy which he so dreads carrying out that he seeks to shirk 





responsibility by ignoring his own work, 

In good sooth any ordinary thinker, in view of the actual 
situation of affairs in China, would have supposed that a Con- 
stitutional Ministry, itself in great measure responsible for the 
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atate of affairs there, would have been glad of the opportunity of | legitimately on the defensive, Their opposition will not cease till the 


inviting attention to the subject by giving it at least one para- 
graph. Granted that the Queen's Speech was traditionally and 
designedly bald in style, and non-committal in intent ; still 
it is a confession of weakness to omit all notice of a country 
where civil war, ona scale only second to that ravaging the 
New World (itself doomed to similar non-recognition), has so 
long been prevalent. It was a duty to have noticed it, if only 
that the Chinese Government had hoped to profit by the semi- 
official assistance vouchsafed by this country, but which it has 
with true barbarian short-sighted cunning contemptuously 
rejected, 80 soon as it thought itself independent of extraneous 
aid. The whole history of the Lay-Osporn flotilla is a severe 
blow to our prestige, followed up, as it has been, by such a 
tacit confession of weakness as is involved in the Ministry 
slurring over the entire subject in their opening address. 


MR. CONSUL MORRISON ON JAPAN. 

Two small pamphlets, entitled the “Bombardment of 
Kagosima,” and “Our Position and Policy in Japan,” have 
been forwarded to us, the author being Mr. G. S. Morrtsoy, late 
Consul at Nagasaki. The first mentioned is a sharp criticism 
on Mr. Cospen’s letter to the Mayor of Rochdale, which ap- 
peared in the journals of November last, in which the hon. 
member is shown to have misapprehended the facts on which 
he bases his charge of rockless cruelty against Admiral Koren 
and Colonel Neate. The former of those officers, according to 
the pamphlet before us, had publicly stated that it would be 
no light cause which should induce him to fire a single shot ; 
and so little was he meditating a bombardment, that “the ship's 
“ crews were at their dinner, and not @ gun shotted, when—a 
“ hurricane raging at sea, and a blinding rain pouring upon the 
 decks—the guus from the batteries suddenly showered their 
“ iron hail upon the unprepared vessels.” The other of these 
brochures, that on “ Our Position and Policy in Japau,” is of the 
greater interest at the present moment, when we have received 
intelligence that Prince Sarsoma has made the atonement 
demanded for his past outrages, and the point that presses is 
to determine on the attitude we are to maintain for the future, 
On this head we are glad to find Mr. Morrison stating in clear 
and unmistakeable language views entirely coinciding with 
those that have been upheld from the first by the London and 
China Telegraph. He says :— 

Our only safe and wise course is in a firm stand upon the rights which 
we have fairly acquired by treaty, and in making it clearly understood that, 
though we prefer to remain at peace, we are able and determined to repel 





‘and punish all aggression and outrage from whatever quarter. It is mere 
foolishness to talk of conciliating the goodwill of those opposed to us. 
Asiatics do not understand conciliation as anything but weakness. It is 
first necessary to give them an evidence of power is the only quality 
which they respect. But even were it otherwise—if conciliation were 
possible—to what end should it be employed? The people, properly so 
called, need no conciliation; they have no animosity towwis us; our 
ce is their gain; to what endconciliate the nob!es? That they may 
voluntarily see established in the country institutions which must destroy 
their own power. ‘The only measure of conciliation which could secure 
their approbation would be our withdrawal from Japan, to leave them, as 
heretofore, despotic masters of the land. When liverty and despotism 
meet, there must be collision, and the weaker must succumb. No tempo- 
rising can prevent the consequences, but, by encouraging arrogance 
may facrease the eventual difficulties. If conciliation means a humiliating, 
submission, those who recommend it can have learnt little from our own 
rience in China, or that of the Dutch in their prison at Desima. 

It would be well if Messrs. Cospen and Bricut, and their 
school of politicians, would bear in mind that in upholding the 
supposed “sacred right” of tha Japanese not to be interfered 
with, they are in reality labouring, not for the benefit of the 
nation—if by that term we are to understand “the people "— 
but simply and solely to fortify and consolidate a system of 
the most crafty and despotic feudalism the world has ever be- 
held: the nobles are everything, the masses nothing. The school 
in question have the unfortunate and disagreeable peculiarity 
of always believing a foreigner in preference to au Englishman. 
‘With the hope of at length convincing them of the real position 
of things in Japan, we will translate for their benefit an extract, 
furnished us by Mr. Morrisoy, from M. Ropoese Linpav's 
“ Voyage Autour du Japon ”:— 

In reality the people of Japan love foreigners. They do not contest 
their superiority, and seem instinctively to recognise in them liberators, 

to break the yoke which the feudal aristocracy press upon them. 

‘The relations between the Japanese and European traders have generally 
been agreeable, and have had no other inconveniences than the twists and 
turns common to all commercial transactions, We have encountered ill 
will an dsystematic opposition solely from the class of nobles, who foresee 
clearly in the introduction of the foreign element a revolution entirely to the 
of the democracy, and who, in resia! with all their power the 
movement by which they themselves away, stand, as it were, 












hour when the liberal shall issue triumphantly out of the struggle 
that now divides the empire into two hostile factions. 


NEW STEAMERS FOR CHINA. 

The paddle-wheel steamers Teen-Chang and Vulcan, which 
have been under despatch by the China and Japan Steam 
Company for Shanghai, will, we understand, leave in about 
three weeks, from the Clyde. 

The paddle-wheel steamer Prince Kung, despatched by 
Mesers- Elliot and Co., of Austia Friars, for Shanghai, left 
Dartmouth on the 4th inst. This vessel, commanded by 
Captain Carr, is intended for towing purposes, and is of the 
following dimension :—Length, 112 feet; beam, 21 feet; 
depth, 11 feet 7 inches; and her engines are of 100-horse 
power nominal; builders’ tonnage, 245 tons. She was built at 
Limehouse, by Messrs. Young and Co. 

Messrs. George and John Mills, Southwick, have launched 
a barque of 398 tons register, named the Ringdow, to be 
engaged in the China trade. She is classed for thirteen years, 
and is the property of Messrs Robinson and Foster, of Liverpool. 


CORRESPONDENCE RESPECTING AIFAIRS IN JAPAN, 

Suc is the title of a collection of the despatches inter- 
changed between Earl Russet, and Colonel Ngazz, just laid 
before Parliament, in continuation of Correspondence presented 
in February, 1863. The paper of tho earliest date is a letter 
from Colonel Neate of the 12th Nov., 1862, and that of the 
latest is a despatch from Earl Russet, of the 11th Jan. in the 
present year, expressing the satisfaction of tho British Govern- 
ment at the termination of the pressing difficulties with Japan, 
and their approval of Colonel Neate’s conduct throughout the 
matter. The collection opens with Earl Russztt’s letter, order- 
ing a demand for reparation for the murder of Mr. Richanpson, 
and the whole of the rest of the correspondence arises en- 
tirely out of the negotiations and events that were conse- 
quent thereon. Our readers were kept so well acquainted 
with everything relative thereto immediately it transpired, that 
we find nothing in these papers which it is necessary to 
reprint in reference to Colonel Neaue’s demand on the 
Japanese Government and the attack made by the forts in 
Kagosima Bay on Admiral Korgr’s squadron, But incident- 
ally occurring in the correspondence are passages that give us 
some degree of insight into the policy of the different parties 
that constitute the political world of Japan. We use the word 
“ some” advisedly, for so late as the 29th July last we find 
Colonel Nzaxe writing—* In common with my colleagues, I feel 
“utterly unable satisfactorily to penetrate the mysterious 
“ policy and proceedings of the Tyrcoon’s Government, if, in- 
“ deed, any defined policy with regard to foreigners is deter- 
“mined upon, * * * In general, all confidence with 
“ foreiga representatives is withheld.” On the other hand, the 
attitude of Samsoma and the party opposed to the Tycoon is 
made very intelligible, their jealousy of that official being mainly 
caused by the fact, as we ourselves have stated, that he gets 
almost the entire benefit derived from the opening of the ports 
to trade. 

In a representation addressed to the Mano, the hostile 
Daimios dubs the Tycoon Mayo- of Kuanton (the eastern district 
of Yedo), and threaten to renounce their allegiance to him. The 
Prince of Mort says :—“ The Tyooon is young, and unable to 
“govern. Everybody laughs at him. The Daimio of Satsuma 
“ has acted rightly in demanding the reins of Government, and 
“ this would, perhaps, be a remedy for every evil.” The joint 
petition of the Daimios names distinctly the grievances alleged 
against the Tycooy, And here, curiously enough, we detect the 
civil war in the United States as near being the cause of a similar 
internecine conflict in Japan ; for it falsified that personage’s 
promise of plenty and abundance, and he is thus taunted with 
his breach of faith:—“ Both you and Hagrimoon (Mr. Harris, 
“the American Minister), said that cotton would be sold for a 
“ mere nothing, and that silk and manufactured goods would not 
“cost us anything. The daily necessities of life would be 
brought to our country from all the quarters of the globe, and 
“our farmers would not be required to sow and reap. We 
“ anxiously expect these miracles, and at present enjoy advan- 
tages which you never mentioned, namely, that those articles 
“which you and Hanamoon promised to give at very low 
« prices, are now three times as expensive as they formerly 
“were.” Then follow positive charges of gross malversation 
against the Tycoon and his officers, who shroud their crimes by 
the assassination of any persons who might dare to complain :—= 
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"You monopolise the import and export duties completely, and we had 
aright to patents that those duties which, according to your statements 
and those of your financier, Harisooh, would enrich the Japanese nation, 
ought to cover expenses, such as building fortifications and buying men- 
of-war, which you say must inspire the barbarians with the respect due to 
our great country. But what have you done for the last three years? 
‘What has been the tenour of all your despatches ? “ Japan must be forti- 
fied, fortifications must be built, the artillery and navy increased. Money 
is required. The presence of foreigners occasioned great expenses: en- 
tertainments must be given to the ministers, the petty consuros cannot be 
forgotten, and foreigners must be ‘made to respect and fear our great 
nation by witnessing the boundless resources of the country and the 
majesty ofits ruler.” Ifwe could only see those fortifications, those men- 
of-war, we would complain less about the expense ; but everything is 
proposed, and nothing executed. You think that drawings and plans will 
scare foreigners and cause them to flee from our country, but we doubt 
it, for they nearly equal us in this art. You sometimes talk to us about 
political economy, and we candidly own you give us excellent advice ; 
unfortunately wwe have numerous proofs that you do not follow the Precepts 
you give us. Why wassuch an incredible sum of money spent for all the 
vain and useless pomp which accompanied the sister of the Mikado on 
her joumey to Yedo preparatory to her marriage with the Tycoon? Why 
was #0 much money expended in rebuilding the palace of the Tycoon ? 
‘We shall not mention the various ways in which public money is wasted, 
as this would cause our nation to blush, and the Mikado tomoum. Public 
rumour, however, says that numerous thefts have been committed by the 
highest officers of the Tycoon ; if any protest against the course which is 
now pursued, they are instantly and tysteriously silenced for ever. As 
you always remind us of the great Principles of political economy when 
you demand pecuniary supplies, pardon us for mating the following re- 
marks :—Owing to the troubled state of the country, the presence of the 
Deimios at Yeddo was formerly highly necessary. This is not the 
case at present, and still our lords are travelling to and from the 
capital. 
immense retinue which always accompanies them, can no longer be sup- 
ported. The time has come that these ruinous journeys should cease, 
‘and that the lords of Japan declare themselves unable to defray the ex- 
penses which you impose upon them. 

As foreign trade nearly ruined us, and as fortifications and nume- 
rous other unforeseen expenses are deemed necessary in all the ports which 
have been opened to the barbarians, we not only demand that the new 

rte, Osaka, Neegata, and Yedo, sball not be opened, but that Kanagawa 

closed. You always assert that we are opposed to friendly intercourse 
with foreign nations; but this is utterly false. We willingly consent to 
open the whole of Japan if this step does not occasion expenses which 
surpass our means. We have not murdered our adherents who were 
favourably inclined towards the opening of Japan to foreigners. 

You teach the young to despwe and insult foreigners; and although 
you always tell us that the foreign nations are powerful, and greatly to be 
feared, a high functionary of the “ Tori” lately said that, with the excep- 
tion of the Russians, all the foreigners could be insulted with impunity. 

The ill-feoling of the Daimios is of course reciprocated by the 
Trooon, and it may well be doubted whether Satsvata had fair 
play, and whether the determination of the British Government 
to exact reparation was honestly impressed upon him by the 
Yedo officials ; for Colonel Neate writes on the 2nd of March : 
—“There are strong reasons to entertain the belicf that the 
“ Tycoon and his Government would view with passive satisfac- 
“ tion Satsuma, Nacato and Tosa, (the three powerful Daimios 
“who are hostile alike to the Tycooy’s dynasty and to foreign 
intercourse) made aware of the contingency of Her Masesty’s 
“ Government exacting redress, if needs be, at the port of their 
“ own seaboard possessions.” In that regard there may have 
been a double game of tortuous policy on foot ; for it has been 
stated to us that tho murder of Mr. Ricnanpson by Satsuxa’s 
retainers was perpetrated with the hope of bringing about a 
rupture between the Tycoon and the Europeans, If s0, the 
Yedo Emperor caught Satsuma in his own snare, and heard 
of the burning of Kagosima with grim dclight. Indeed 
Satsuma’s Minister positively asserts to Colonel Neale—. 
“We have not received from the Tycoon any orders 
“or communications by steamer that your men of war 
“gre coming here.” Even the Prince of Neoato, tho per- 
sonage designated by the Daimio of Mont as “ the learned Naca- 
ora,” who has carried his apparent hostility to foreigners to 
the extent of firing on ships of war penctrating into the Inland 
Sea—which act, by-the-bye, does not necessarily involve dislike 
to foreign commerce—expresses himself very sensible of how 
much Japan has to gain by intercourse with Europe In a 
letter to the Gorogio, or Great Council of State, advising a solid 
union between the Mixapo and the Tycoon, he says :— 

After our independence has been restored it is urgent and pressing that 
we reform our military institutions, the naval sciences, as well as all 
branches of industry ; we should find out the great advancements and de- 
velopments of arts and sciences in other countries. The whole nation 
apust devote life and soul to the benefit of our State, and we must learn 
and study the interior arrangements of foreign lands, in order that the 
commerce of our country may flourish in this important age. I think all 
this ought to have been done long since, but nothing, however, of the 
Kind is to be found in the edicts which have appeared 20 often during the 

seven years. Inventions and improvements press on with rapidity, 
‘and the time is now come to make all these changes and improvements; 
but ifour attachment to old customs eauses us to postpone these measures 
of such great importance, if these changes are later suddenly forced by

should be effected now, calmly and gradually. I think that the Mikado 
will not be disinclined to this, and therefore I wish that the §j 
(Tycoon) should act under the orders of the Mikado, and not conclude 
matters by his own authority. He ought to let these designs be known te 
all the Daimios in the name of the Mikado; then there will be a general 
quiet restored, then the dormant soul of the whole nation will awake, and will 
beunited in power and in independence, and finally then it will dis lay vor 
force and strength to the other five portions ‘of the universe,J without 
anxiety and fear for our own country. 

The Tycoon’s Government appear to have wavered to the 
last between a desire to satisfy the representations of the 
Daimios, and a still greater anxiety to retain all the profits of 
trade in their own hands. They would evidently have con- 
sented to close Yokohama to foreigners if that would have cone 
tented the Japanese nobles, trusting to have continued their 
monopoly of gain at Nagasaki aud Hakodadi. But this was not 
what the Daimios wanted ; we shall probably find their inmost 
wishes to be—“ Close all the ports, or open all.” At last, how- 
ever, the Tycoon’s Ministers see their Way to a decided course, 
and they announced, in November last, that the Government 
had for the present changed its policy, and requested a return 
of the despatch regarding the closing of Yokohama, The cor- 
respondence winds up with the letter from Earl RUSSELL to 
Colonel Neate, stating the satisfaction of Her Maszsty’s Go- 
yernment with hizaself and the result produced in the following 
terms :— 





Foreign-office, January 11, 1864. 

Sir,—I have received your despatches of the 16th and 17th of No- 
vember, the one reporting the withdrawal by the Government of the 
Tycoon of the order for the expulsion of foreigners, the other giving an 
account of yout communications with the agents of the Prince of Sat+ 
suma, which terminated in aa agreement that the Prince should pay the 
inderapity demanded of him for the sufferers on the 14th of September, 
1862, and should endeavour to the utmost to discover the murderers of 
Mr. Richardson, and should cause them, when discovered, to be executed 
in the presence of British officers as witnesses of the execution. 

Her Majesty's Government have reccived with the greatest satisfaction 
this intelligence of the termination of the pressing difficulties with Japan, 
and I have to convey to you their entire approval of the conciliatory and 
judicious manner in which you have conducted yourself generally in these 
matters, 

Her Majesty's Government trust that they may now look forward to 
British intercourse with Japan being carried on without giving occasion 
for future collision. It is their earnest desire that nothing should occur 
to interfere with peaceful commerce, and they are prepared to make full 
allowance for the peculiar character of the Japanese Government. In 
short, the employment of measures of coercion or retaliation could only 
be warranted, in their opinion, by the necessity of prompt interference for 
the protection of the lives and properties of British subjects, or for the 
| vindication of the honour of the British flag if assailed by wanton attacks 

on the part of the Government or influential nobles, 

Her Majesty’s Government ‘are glad to find that the return of friendly 
relations has been quickly followed by an increased trade; but Her 
Majesty's Government approve your interference with the Japanese Go= 
vernment, as reported in your despatch of the 16th of November, to 
prevent the erection of batteries which would have placed foreign shippiny 
at Yokohama in a disadvantageous position in case of any difference wit 
the Japanese Government. Tam, &e., Russew..

war. We have now in the United Kingdom, in addition to the household ~ 
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Some Glimpses into Life in the Far East, published by Richard- 
son and Co., of Cornhill, is a series of sketches of places, 
persons, and things, as observed by the writer during a resi- 
dence at the British settlements in the Straits of Malacca some 
thirty years ago. They are written in astyle that will make 
them greater favourites with those who have a personal know- 
ledge of the subjects than with strangers to them. The 
sketches of persons in particular will be eagerly read, and pleasant 
reminiscences of many an agreeable dinner party be revived by 
the author's minute and yet lively manner of relating the inci- 
dents that occurred, The writer was long a resident at Penang, 
and while in charge of a plantation away from the town mixed 
more freely with the natives than is usually done by Europeans, 
and appears to have lost no opportunity of acquiring informa- 
mation as to their customs, superstitions, and modes of thinking. 
The book has therefore the charm of laying before us scenes 
and characters that have not been “used up” before by suc- 
cessive narrators—no slight recommendation even for a volume 
devoted to the Far East. With the exception of a chapter 
allotted to Batavia, and another to Whampoa, Singapore and 
the Straits occupy the entire book, so that we get a very com- 
plete notion of the life led there in the days of the East India 
Company. That great defunct can now be freely spoken of, and the 
writer pictures the doings of the high officials appointed under 
the old regime as of a kind that must make both Englishmen and 
natives rejoice that its reign is over. Here is a Malay account 
of the way in which justice was administered by the Company’s 
Resident in the Province of Wellesley :— 

‘The Government of the English is odil (just), their judges will neither 
take bribes nor flattery; but here it is only an English Government in 
name. The nonia (the official’s native mistress) is the real rajah. All 
the law suits are carried on in the back rooms of the East India Com- 


pany’s official's house ; and the man that can make the nonia the largest 
resent is sure to gain his cause when it comes to be tried. Before court 


y Thave seen dozens of Chinese and twenties ot Klings carrying up 
ducks and fowls, fruits and dollars, as presents to the nonia; so what 
justice can there be when this is allowed? All the anyia and fetina (op- 

ression and defaroation) that takes place comes from these back rooms ; 
for there the nonia can have her say when no one else can. 

Governors Bonham (Sir George) and Butterworth sit for their 
portraits, which are perbaps tinted by the dislike the author 
evidently imbibed for the Leadenhall-street authorities, and 
whatever emanated from them. Other whole-lengths are those of 
Cuptains Congalton and W. Scott, who are unquestionably favour- 
ites, and seem to have gained a warmer hold on the sympathies of 
the limner, from the fact of their being ill-treated by the Com- 
pany’s grandecs, ‘There caunot be a single character men- 
tioned, or spot described, that will not be immediately recog- 
nised as an old acquaintance by all who kuew them as they 
then appeared; and that qualification will gain for these 
“glimpses” so hearty a welcome that there can be no doubt of 
the promised second volume being enquired after by a host of 
those who have enjoyed the first. 

The Chinese Commercial Guide, by 8. Wetis Wruttama, LL.D. 
Hong Kong, A. Shortrede and Co., and F. Algar, Clement’s-lane, 
London. The fact that the present is the sifth edition of this 
most uscful volume is a sufficient guarantee for its value. The 
last edition was published at Canton in 1856, and such has been 
the extension of our trade in Chinese and Japanese waters, and 
such thc alterations introduced by later treaties, that the present 
edition is almost a new work. ‘The titles of the chapters give 
at once an idea of the contents of the book, and show how in- 
dispensable it is to the m»rchant and the ship-master. The 
fullest information is afforded as to the treaties with China ; the 
articles of import and export ; the laws and practices of the 
different ports, with the forms in use at each, in the English 
and Chinese languages; moneys, weights, and measures, not 
only for China and Japan, but for countries in the Eastern 
Seas generaliy ; with tables of prices and exchanges, A sepa- 
rate chapter does the same for Japan. And lastly, there are 
259 pages of Sailing Directions for all the seas and coasts of 
both those mighty empires. A very great merit in such a book 
is the addition of a very excellent index to each part—that is, 
one for the purposes of the merchant, and another for those of 
the navigator. In fact, the author is entirely justified in stating 
that “the present edition of the Chinese Commercial Guide has 
been made as complete as the nature of the subjects treated of 
would permit.” This is indced but modest praise, and is in- 
adequate to the multiplicity of its contents and the care and 
judgment evinced in putting them together. No counting- 
house interested in the trade with China or Japan, or with any

port eastwards of India, should be without a volume so neces- 
sary for reference. To complete the whole, # very useful map 
is appended, A meed of praise is due to the printing and 
publishing office also, for if we mistake not it is the thickest and

The Chinese and Japanese Repository for February has the 
continuation of Sir J, F, Davis's article on the “Poetry of the 
Chinese,” which the reader will be sorry to see brings the subject 
to a close. The present paper contains a translation of 
“ London : in Ten Stanzas,” a poem written by a Chinese who 
accompanied an English gentleman home in 1813, as his 
instructor in the language. A most pleasant prospect the 
reader has, however, in the interest that will be afforded him 
by the translation of the “Story of Han-wan and the White 
Serpent,” very spiritedly put into English by H. C., interpreter 
in Her Majesty's Civil Service in China. The story isas full of 
adventure and enchantment as one of our old favourites of The 
Arabian Nights, We think the readers of the Repository look * 
for these translations of Chinese literature, of which little 
is known, more than for comments and reprints on current events, 
which are fully attended to in our daily, weekly, and special 
Eastern journals, 

The Statesman’s Year-book: a Statistical, Genealogical, and 
Historical Account of the States and Sovereigns of the Civilised 
World for the Year 1864; by Freperick Martin: Macmillan 
and Co. ‘This being the first issue of a book which has every 
claim to establish itself as a regular annual, we have given the 
title at full length; and further, will let the compiler give hig 
own account of a performance that has been often contemplated 
but never hitherto achieved. He says in his preface :—“The 
‘Statesman’s Year-book is intended to supply a want in Fnglish 
literature~-a waut noticed and commented upon more than 
fifteen years ago by the late Sir Robert Peel. All readers of 
newspapers—in other words, all educated men of the present 
day, must have frequently felt the need of a book of reference, 
giving an account, or, so to speak, a portrait of countries and 
states, in the same manner as a good biographical dictionary 
would give a sketch of individuals.” The volume contains a 
full account of all the States of Europe, and of the principal 
States of Asia, America, and Australasia, considered under 
their political, social, and commercial aspects, each being de- 
scribed in the following particulars :—Reigning Sovercign and 
family ; constitution and government ; church and education ; 
revenue and expenditure ; army and navy; population; and 
trade and commerce. Wo can ouly add by way of comment 
that the quantity of facts brought together is really surprising, 
and reflects great credit on the industry and knowledge of Mr, 
Martin, who has conscientiously done his best to carry out the 
programme laid down. If there be any defect in the book it 
is, perhaps, that there is a tendency to give columns of figures 
instead of half-a-dozen lines of results, by which unlucky 
penchant the book is swollen to a size aud price that may en- 
danger the large sale it ought to reach, and inevitably will reach, 
in future years, For instance, with regard to China, we have 
a page of tables containing the budget of 1843, and the census 
of 1812: possibly, nothing later was to be had ; but are these 
worth any man’s paying for? Japan has eleven pages devoted 
to it, six of which are taken up with columns of hard unpro- 
nounceable names, when all the real information to be derived 
from them might have been giveu in as many lines, Again, of the 
colonies of Great Britain, Canada and the Australian territories 
have a fair space allotted to them ; whilst all the other depen- 
dencies owning the sway of Queen Victoria—including the Cape 
of Good Hope, Ceylon, Mauritius, Hong Kong, and the West 
India Islands—are jammed into ten pages crammed with figurea., 
‘The kind of government subsisting in each colony ought surely 
to begiven. Every petty German State has a couple of pages 
consecrated to it, with separate headings for “constitution, re- 
venue, and population,” and paragraphs acquaint us that 
Reuss-Greiz contributes 334 men to the army of the Confedera- 
tion, and that in Schaumburg-Lippe only about 100 men are 
kept under arms. On the other hand, all that wo cau learn 
about the Cape of Good Hope is the area and population, with 
the Imperial expenditure for the colony. About its Govern 
ment, whether representative or not, and the revenue raised 
within it, we are left entirely in the dark; but, on the other 
hand, the tables giving information on the first-named pointe 
are very uunecessarily printed twice over. We candidly men 
tion these defects, because the book is destined to make its way, 
and the sooner faults are corrected the soouer will the compiler 
gain the thanks and the reputation he has well earned. 
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Macmillan's Magazine continues Henry Kingsley’s tale of 
“The Hillyars and the Burtons,” which he who has once begun 
will not be content to let drop. The letter of the month, from 
the Competition Wallah, is on “ British Temper Towards India, 
Before, During, and Since the Rebellion,” which Mr. Broughton 
stigmatises as abominable. The Rose, the Shamrock, and the 
Thistle has & capital mixture of the grave and gay. Mr. Ser- 
jeant Burke’s fourth paper of the series on “Women of Merit 
connected with Criminal Trials” is a narrative of the little that 
is known of the wife of one Bernardi, who died in Newgate in 
September 1736, “having been a State prisoner about forty 
yeara, without trial or any allowance from Government.” The 
Speaking Minister of Napoleon ILI. was surely not wrong in 
saying that our judicial practices were arbitrary enough as long 
as there was any question of dynastic rivalry. The Journal 
of the Royal Asiatic Society, Parts 3 and 4 of Vol. XX., has no 
article immediately referring to China or Japan, but the whole 
of its contents are of more than average importance. The 
Mustreted Arabian Night's Entertainments, issued by Ward and 
Lock, is, we fear, a mistake. The best illustrations for those 
tales would be engravings of costumes, weapons, implements, 
and places referred to. The being must be dull indeed who, 
while reading these unsurpassed creations of inventive fancy, 
needs a picture of the story to givea fillip to his imagination. 
Besides, such cartoon-like designs dwarf the letter-press, and 
put it out of countenance. 

The most notable book which has appeared during the past 
fortnight is thus noticed :—Mr. Henry Morvey, the author 
of the “Biography of Bernard Palissy,” publishes a massive 
octavo volume entitled English Writers, comprising the writers 
before Chaucer, with an “Introductory Sketch of the Four 
Periods of English Literature.” Though complete in itself, and 
closed with a copious index, the work, evidently the result of 


great labour and research, forms the first of a series of three 
volumes.

ATTACK ON KAGOSIMA. 

(Feb. 5.) Mr. Wurre desired to make one or two remarks on the para- 
graph in the Royal Speech with reference to Kagosima. It was there 
stated that the injury inflicted on that town arose accidentally and inad- 
yertently, but he could not understand how any one who had read Admiral 
Kuper's despatches could come to that conclusion. The hon. member 
for Maidstone had given notice of a motion on this question, but it was of 
20 harmless and innocuous a character that he preferred expressing his 
views on it at once. For his own part, he owned that when he read 
Admiral Kuper’s despatches he trembled for the safety of a son resident 
in that quarter of the world. One of the gentlemen who was murdered 
by the Japanese was a personal friend of his own. He had, therefore, 
every interest in desiring that due protection should be afforded to Her 
‘Mejesty's subjects in those parts ; but, at the same time, he could not_be- 
lieve that their safety or the security of British property would be attained 
by such high-handed proceedings as had taken place on this occasion 
(hear, hear), He did not wish to throw any reflection on the Admiral. 
‘His experience of foreiyn stations convinced him that the men whose pro- 
feasion was fighting were least disposed to resort to violence, unless it was 
absolutely necessary. It was generally the non-combatants who urged on 
such measures; and in the present instance, if any one was to blame, he 
had no doubt it was, not the Admiral, but Colonel Neale or the Minister 
who gave him the instructions on which he acted—(hear, hear). He 
was sorry, however, that Admiral Kuper did not express regret at being 
the instrument of so great a disaster. He wished te had followed the 
example of Sir Michael Seymour, who, when compelled to resort to co- 
ercive measures against the Chinese, regarded it as a calamity, and per- 
formed his harsh duty with the utmost possible leniency—(hear, hear). 

THE TAKING OF S0OCHOW. 
Ga.) Mr. W. E. Fonsrer asked the Under-Secretary for Foreign 
irs whether it was true that the town of Soochow, in China, had been 
taken from the Taipings by help of Her Majesty's officers, employed by 
the Imperialists with the sanction of Her Majesty's Government ; whether, 
also, the Imperialists were aided by supplies from Her Majesty's arsenals; 
and whether the town thus taken was delivered over to pillage and massacre 
by the peperiatat troops, notwithstanding the protest, and contrary to the 
pledge of the British officer in command ; and, if so, whether any and 
‘what steps had been taken by Her Majesty's Government to withdraw their 
‘amistance to the Peking Government.—Mr. Layaap said that he could 
not gi hon. friend a very definite answer. The Government 
had received information that Soochow had been taken, and that an 
act of treachery had been committed, but of the exact nature of 
that act he was unable to inform his hon. friend, as he had seen nothing 
but the accounts in the newspapers. According to the last advices from 
from Shanghai, General Brown had delayed his departure for Hong Kong 
to make full inquiry into what had taken place. In the absence of de- 
finite information her Majesty's Government had, of course, taken no 
in the matter.—Mr. Forster reminded his hon. friend that he 
not told him whether the town was taken with the assistance of her 
‘Majesty's officers, and with the assistance of supplies from her Majesty's 
arveuals.— (Hear. )—Mr. Layano said that, as was well known, Major 
Gordon was an officer in her Majesty's service, who had been authorised 
to command Chinese troops. As to the supplies he could give no answer.

Lord Naas inquired ofthe Under- Sect for For Affairs 
whether any despatches had been received during the Bobet Coe Sir

duced. The Government had no official information of the dismissal of 
Mr. Lay,and consequently no papers upon the subject. There would be no 


objection to produce the documents relating to the withdrawal of Captain 
Osborn's fleet. 









THE TAKING OF 800CHOW, ETC, 

(Bth.) Colonel Syxzs gave notice that, on guing into Committee of 
Supply, he would call attention to a resolution passed by the Consuls at 
Shanghai upon the subject of the capture of Soochow ; and would ask the 
First Lord of the Treasury whether Her Majesty's Government intended 
to pass without notice further violations of the instruetions addressed by the 
Foreign-office to the British authoritiesin China, directing them to observe 
a strict neutrality in the civil war now raging ia that country. 

KAGOSIMA, 

(9th.) Mr, Buxton moved the following resolution :—‘‘ That this House 
while only imputing to Admiral Kuper a misconception of the duty im- 
peed on him, deeply regrets the burning of the town of Kagosima, as 

ing contrary to those usages of war which prevail among civilised 
nations, and to which it is the duty and policy of this country to adhere.” 
In stating the reasons which had induced. hia to propose tl resolution, 
he observed that the character of the country had suffered ye eyes of 
other nations by the burning of Kagosima, and that if the act passed with- 
out notice it might become a precedent. It was not his pur » he said, to 
assail Admiral Kuper; he only imputed to him a mistake and misconception 
of his duty. That the town was burnt not by accident, but purposely, and as an 
achievement, as part of the operations against the Prince of Satsuma, he 
showed from the despatches of Colonel Neale and Admiral Kuper, as 
well as from other testimony ; and he contended, upon the authority of 
writers on international law, that this act was a direct breach of the usages 
of war as recognised among civilised nations, and referred to cases in 
which similar acts had been denounced. He examined the nature of the 
demands made upon the Prince, and urged that in the early days of our 
intercourse with the Japanese, a civilised and interesting people, we ought 
to have acted with the greatest possible forbearance, instead of employ= 
ing a severity as inconsistent with policy as with humanity, and which 
must have inflicted intense suffering upon the inhabitants of Kagosima. 

‘The motion was seconded by Mr. AYTOUN, who adverted to what he 
considered a want of moderation and of a respect for the feelings of the 
natives evinced by the foreign merchants in Japan, ani the arrogant 
spirit shown by the British residents. Mr. Buxton, he observed, had ex- 
empted Lord Russell from blame in the horrible outrage, the buming of 
Kagosima ; but it appeared to him that Lord Ruseell had justified the act, 
and upon indefensible grounds. 

Mr. LoncFistp moved, as an amendment to the resolution, the omis- 
sion of the words, ‘while only imputing to Admiral Kuper a misconcep- 
tion of the duty imposed on him.” He denied that there was any mis 
conception of his orders on the part of Admiral Kuper, or that the slightest 
blame was attributable to him. On the contrary, he contended that the 
‘Admiral had only obeyed the orders he had received from Colonel Neale, 
whom he was bound to obey, and had executed them in their letter and in 
their spirit, though he had no doubt they were repugnant to him. Heread 
extracts from the papers to establish his position, and showed that it was 
not to be tolerated that the gallant officer should be made the scapegoat of 
others. This amendment was seconded by Sir J. Hay, who insisted that 
the transaction was the necessary consequence of the orders of the Foreign- 
office, and that Lord Russell was responsible for the burning of the town 
of Kagosima. Ile thought that Admiral Kuper had been most unjustly 
treated by the Government, 

‘Admiral Wat.cor defended Admiral Kuper, contending that the autho~ 
tities of the Prince of Satsuma were the real culprits in this matter. 

Lord STan.ey called attention of the House to one or two points 
which he thought required explanation, He could not understand, he 
said, the justification of the double demand upon the Tycoon and upon 
the Prince of Satsuma. Then it appeared to him that the amount of the 
demand was exorbitant. The policy of the act of burning the town was 
very questionable, considering the peculiar state of Japanese society ; it 
would be a long while before the effect of the act would be forgotten. 

Lord R. Monracu referred to the original cause of the quarrel with 
Japan—the murder of Mr. Richardson by the retainers of a Daimio, 
which was only one of many murders committed in the country yer by 
year. ‘The Tycoon had complied with all the articles of the demand but one, 
the punishment of the offender, which he refused on the plea that he bad 
no power to enforce that demand. We were therefore forced to resort to 
the Prince Satsuma, and to compel compliance. _ In his opinion we were 
bound to put a stop to the state of things in Japan, or thei haughty 
nobles would become still more intractable; and he denied that the 
course taken, in the destruction of Kagosima, was contrary to the usage of 
nations. 

‘Sir F. Crosstey condemned the severity exhibited in the bombarding 
of the town, and suggested that in the instructions to officers abroad it 
should be impressed upon them that human life was not to be sacrificed 
when it could possibly be avoided. 

Mr. LrppRLt observed that, if this question were looked at from the 
Japanese side, much was to be said. He considered that the hasty treaty 
with Japan ought to be revised, and that we ‘ought to acquaint ourselves 
better with the state of things in that country before we forced the con- 
ditions of the treaty in an arbitrary mancer. : ey 

Mr. Kinctaxe that, in the present state of our information, it 
would be unjust to cast blame upon Admiral Kuper ; but he did not agree

that the instructions of Lord Russell were so cogent that the Admiral was 
bound to shell the Prince's Palace wherever he found it. He discussed 
the policy, which had culminated, he said, in this act, and which, he added, 
was not an old, but a new policy. Among other oppressive results of this 
Policy, the British authorities had distinctly interfered with the sovereignty 
of the Japanese Government, disputing their right to erect batteries on 








‘Mr. Layanp, after remarking that he was not inclined to disagree with 
mauch of what had fallen from Mr. Buxton, called the attention of the 
House to the state of our previous relations with Japan, and to 
the causes which had led to the treaty with Japan—a treaty which, 
he contended, the British Government was bound to make, but which 
had not been forced upon the Japanese. He described the state of the 
Country at that time, and the parties into which the ruling powers were 
divided, Our policy, he said, had been a peaceful and conciliatory 
policy. Nevertheless, in spite of concessions on our part, outrages were 
committed upon British mbjcets, and he detailed the circumstances at- 
tending the deliberate and unprovoked murder of Mr. Richardson on the 
high road in open day. Could the British Government have suffered this 
outrage to remain unredressed? Our demand for the surrender of the 
retainer who had committed the act it was our duty to make from 
both the Tycoon and the Daimio. Mr. Layard then gave aminute de- 
scription of the operations against the Prince of Satsuma, justifying the 
conduct of Colonel Neale and Admiral Kuper, and expressing his belief 
that the loss of life among the inhabitants of the city was very small. In 
Pointing out objections to the resolution he contended that the burning 
Of the town was not, as alleged in the resolution, contrary to the usages of 
war, and he read a list of cases in which towns had been destroyed (in- 
sisting particularly upon Charleston), and the act had been justified by 
the laws of war. We had no political object in Japan, he said; our ob- 
jects were commercial only ; but he complained of the difficulties thrown 
in the way of the Government by a certain class of British traders. If 
the resolution were pressed he should move the previous question. 

Sir J. Evpntwstone defended Admiral Kuper, who, he thought, had 
been treated with injustice. 

Mr. W. E. Fonstea observed that they were all agreed the burning of 
the town was a deplorable occurrence. The only question was whether it 
‘was a matter not only of regret: but of blame. If of blame, on whom ? 
‘That depended upon whether the destruction of the houses was inten- 
tional. He believed, on the evidence referred to by Mr. Buxton, that it 
was intentional. on whom did the blame rest? It could only fall 
open three persons—Admiral Kuper, Colonel Neale, and Ear! Russell, 

two former were in a difficult position, and great allowance must be 
made for them. It was clear to him, he said, that the idea of shelling the 
houses was suggested in the despatch of Lord Russell, though he was sure 
that the result was regretted by him. But he had not expressed that re- 
Er. and it became, therefore, the duty of that House to signify its opinion 
y adopting the resolution as amended. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL, confining himself to the motion, without 
entering into the general policy of this country towards Japan, observed 
that it contained three Propositions—the first, that the House should ex- 

ress its deep regret at the burning of the town of Kagosima ; and this 
louse had already done s0 in its Address to the Crown; the second, 

t it is the duty and policy of this country to adhere tu the usages of 
War; and there could be no difference of opinion upon this proposition. 
The third proposition was that the burning of the town was contrary to 
those usages of war which prevail among civilised nations. This pro- 
Position was true coly when the aet was wilful, wanton, and unnecessary, 
and he put it to the House that it could not affirm this Proposition with- 
‘out Siang to Earl Russell, Colonel Neale, or Admiral Kuper, one 
or all, a wilful and deliberate intention of destroying the town. Now, no 
one could pretend or suppose that Lord Russell had such intention. As 
to Colonel Neale, be handed over to Admiral Kuper the conduct of the 

tions, and the Admiral took precautions to prevent unnecessary 
bloodshed or damage to the town. There was not the smallest evidence 
from which an inference could be drawn that Admiral Kuper wilfully, 
wantonly, and unnecessarily shelled and fired the town ; and was the House 
toresolve, nevertheless, that he did; and was the nation falsely to accuse 
itself in the eyes of the world. 

Mr. Wurrgsink insisted that the construction put upon the instructions 
of Earl Russell by Colonel Neale and Admiral Kuper was that the town 
‘was to be destroyed. The thing, there! was intended to be done, and 
the Attorney-General had put the question upon that issue. 

Lord PaLmrnston observed that the treaty with Japan, a wise and use- 
ful measure, had been entered into with the tresty-making Power of the 
country, the Tycoon, the assent of the Mikado not being required. No 
man could doubt that when British subjects were exposed to repeated acts 
of outrage it would be unbecoming and criminal on the part of their 
Government to suffer those outrages to pass unnoticed. A demand 
was peoordingly made for redress and satisfaction. It had been 
asked why there should have been a double demand, Because 
there had been a double default. Salisfaction was given by the 

» but the Prince of Satsuma refused. Were we to submit to 
this refusal, or to compel a compliance ? It was necessary that he and the 
other Daimios should be taught that they could not commit outrages upon 
British subjects with impunity, He justified the course taken by Earl 
Russell, who did not say, “Go and burn the town ;” and he vindicated 
likewise the proceedings of the Admiral. He maintained that the burning 
of towns during war was not contrary to the usages of war ; to affirm the 
contrary, therefore, would be at variance with the fact. He thought Mr, 
Buxton might be satisfied with what had been said in the debate ; but if 
the motion was pressed he should move the previous question. 

‘Mr. Lomcrrep's amendment having been agreed to, 

Mr. Buxton offered to withdraw his resolution; but this course bein, 
objected to, the previous question was moved, and the House divided 

mn the question that the original question on the resolution be now put, 
which was negatived by 164 to 85.

The biddings for £400,000 in bills on India took place at 
the Bank of England. The proportions allotted were to Cal- 
cutta £220,000, to Bombay £160,000, and to Madras £20,000, 
The minimum price declared was, as before, 1s, 113d. per rupee. 
on Calcutta and Madras, and 1s, 114d.0n Bombay. The ap- 
plications within tho limits amounted to £1,400,000. Tenders 
at 2s, Odd. will receive on Calcutta about 65 per cent.; on 
Bombay about 8 per cent.; on Madras about 75 per cent. ; 
and all above that price in full, 

Owing to the important decline in the Bombay exchange, 
the diminution in the applications on last occasion is more 
than £1,000,000. These changes are suggestive of relief to 
our money market. It is stated that the orders to purchase 
cotton in India are now upon a considerably reduced scale. 

The directors of the Singapore Gas Company have made a 
call of £1 per share, payable on the 19th inst. 

The Labuan Coal Company have issued a notice that they 
are prepared to supply steamers with coal at $54 per ton. 

The report to be presented at the meeting of the Bank of 
Egypt on the 12th of February states that the profits, including 
8 balance of £5,145 brought from the previous half-year, to be 
£15,970, of which £8,750 is recommended to be applied to the 
payment of the usual dividend at the rate of 7 per cent. per 
annum, leaving £7,220 to be carried forward. 

At the half-yearly meeting of the Consolidated Bank (founded 
last year by a junction of the Bank of Manchester with the London 
Banks of Heywood, Kennards, and Co., and Hankey and Co.), Mr. 
T. A. Hankey in the chair, the report stated the profits at £49,842, 
which, with a previous balance of £7,368 and a sum of £1,217 
derived from premiums on shares, made an available total of 
£58,427. A. dividend at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum 
and a bonus of 1s. per share (being an additional 24 per cent.

The paid up capital is 
now £597,628, and the deposits held amount to £4,006,558, 

The intelligence of hostilities between Germany and Denmark

SHIPPING STATISTICS. 

According to the statistics of vessels entered inwards at the port of 
London, there is an inerease of 73 vessels with a capacity of 45,749 tons, 
From Ist January to Sist December, 1863, the difference between 824 
vessels and 576,096 tons in 1862, and 897 vessels and 619,839 tons in 
1868, The Port of Liverpool also exhibit an increase of 89 vessels with 
a capacity of 71,540 tons, the arrivals in 1862 having teen 329, and 
908,370 tons, and in 1868, 418 vessels, and 379,810 tous. The port of 
Bristol shows an inerease of 9 vessels with a capacity of 5,483 tons, the 
difference between 10 vessels and 4,064 tons in 1862, and 19 vessels, and 
9,567 tons in 1863. In the Clyde there is a decrease of 8 ships and with 
a capacity of 2.156 tons, the arrivals in 1862 having been 28 vessels with 
a capacity of 11,824 tons, and in 1863 only 20 vessels and 1,968 tons. 
The net increase has been 163 vessels with a capacity of 118.610 tons, 
the difference between 1,191 vessels and 899,774 tons in 1862 and 1,954 
vessels and 1,018,384 tons in 1863. 

‘The vessels from China into London, Liverpool, and outports, total up 
(in the six months) 294 against 151 in 1862. From Singapore and Pe- 
nang, 48 against 54 in 1862. From Philippine Islands 59 against 28 in 
1862. From Java and Sumatra 5 against 6 in 1862. 

‘The clearances for China in the same period are 166 against 154. 
From Singapore and Penang 60 against 58. From Philippine Islands 18 
against 11; and from Java and Sumatra 21 against 20.
